His Ideas of the Responsibilities 

of the Office, Written in 1900, 
2 

In Youths’ Paper He Says There 

Is No Ruler in the World 

Whose Power Compares 
with His— Should Be 
Held Strictly Ac- 
countable. 


BOSTON, Oct. 29.—In an article written 
for The Youth’s Companion, which will -be 
published next week, Theodore Roosevelt 
gives his ideas of the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the President of the United 
States. President Roosevelt wrote the art- 


icle in 1900, while he was Governor of New | 
| Boy ”’ 


York and previous to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention which nominated him for 
Vice President. In it the President says: 

“The President of the United States oc- 
cupies a position of pecuuliar importance, 
In the whole world there is no other. ruler, 
certainly no other ruler under free institu- 
tions, whose power compares with his. of 
course, there is the enormous personal fac- 
tor of ‘the incumbent himself to be con- 
sidered entirely apart from the power of 
the office itself. This is merely another 
way of stating that in any office the per- 
sonal question’ is always of vital, conse- 
quence. 

“The Senators are the constitutional ad- 
visers of the President. ‘The Secretaries 
who form the Cabinet advise him on mat- 
ters of general policy when he so desires it. 
With the Senate, the advice and consulta- 
tion are obligatory under the Constitution. 
The Senate has no right to dictate to the 
President who shall be appeinted, but they 
have an entire right to say who shall not 
be appointed, for under the Constitution 
this has been made theig duty. 

“ Although many men must share with 
the President the responsibility, there is 
upon him always a heavy burden of respon- 
sibility. It is easy enough to give a bad 
administration, but to give a good adminis- 
tration demands the most anxious thought, 
no less than very unusual powers of mind. 

“There Is every reason why the Presi- 


dent should be held to a sharp accountabil-~ 


ity alike for what he does and for what he 
leaves undone, But we injure ourselves 
and the Nation it we fail to treat with 
proper respect the man who in the highest 
office in our land is striving to do his duty. 


We have had Presidents who have acted 
veakly or unwisely in particular crises. 
ut we have never had’ one concerning 

whose personal integrity there was so much 

as a-shadow of suspicion. 
“Appointments and policies which are 
normally routine and unimportant may sud- 
denly become of absolutely vital conse- 
quence. The War Department was utterly 
neglected for over thirty years after the 
civil war. Neither the regular officer nor 
the regular soldier takes any part in poli- 
ies as a_rule so that the demagogue and 
bread-and-putter politician have no fear of 
his vote: and to both of them, and also 
to the cheap sensational newspaper, the 
army offers a favorite subject for attack. 
* So it often happens that some amiable 
people really get a little afraid of the army, 
and have some idea that it may be used 
some time or other against our liberties. 
“The army never has been, and, I am 
sure, it never will be or can be, a menace 
to anybody save America’s foes, or aught 
but a source of pride to every good and far- 
ted American,

“ Altogether, there are few harder tasks 


than that of filling well and ably the office | 


of President of the United States. But if 
the man at the close of his term is able to 
feel] that he has done his duty well, he has 
the satisfaction of feeling that he has per- 
formed one of the great world tasks and 
that the mere performance is in itself the 
greatest of ali possible rewards.”’

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 29.—E. N. Shaw, a 
capitalist of London, is in Mexico for the 
purpose of effecting a consolidation of all 
the principal cotton mills in this country. 
He is said to represent an English syndi- 
cate, which has a capital of $30,000,000, or- 

ganized for the purpose named. 

The plan of the merging of these indus- 
tries into one concern has been submitted 
to the millionaires and meets with general 
approval. 


JUDGE 


Official of St. Clair County, Mo., Had 
Been Committed by Federal Court. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 29.—Samuel C. 
Peden, ex-Judge of the County Court of St. 
Clair County, Mo., who has been in jail at 
Maryville since May, 1901, for contempt of 


court, in refusing to order a tax levy to 
pay bonds proagee for the Tebo and Neosho 
Railway in 1879, was ordered released to- 
day by Judge John F. Phillips of the United 
States District Court in this city. 

While in jal, Judge Peden several months 
ago sent his resignation to Gov. Dockery, 
and a successor was appointed. It is sup- 
posed that Judge Peden’'s release was a re- 
sult of his resignation. 

Judge Thomas Nevitt, presiding Judge of 
the St. Clair County Court, is still fin jail, 
where several of his predecessors, all hav- 
ing refused to respect the United States 
Court's commands to order a tax levy for 
the payment of the bonds, had previously 
spent their terms of office. 


THE FIRST BREATH OF WINTER. 


IN CONTEMPT RELEASED. 


Snowfall Over a Large Part of the 
Northern Half of the State. 
ALBANY, Oct, 20.—The first snow of the 
present’ season drifted down to-day over 
a large section of the State, especially in 
the cities and towns along the Canadian 
border. The fall continued for an hour 
at Niagara Falls.

GIBRALTAR, Oct. 29.—The latest reports | 


from the interior of Morocco indicate a 
of serious unrest, which, 
lieved, may break out into a general re- 
bellion and an attempt to install Mulai- 
Mohamed, the Sultan's brother, as Sultan. 


The present Sultan, Mulai-Abd-el-Aziz,

A letter received from George C. Reed, 
one of the Kansas missionaries at Mekinez, 
(thirty-four miles from Fez,) indicates that 
numerous interior tribes have _ revolted. 
The roads, it is added, are infested wit 
bandits, and travel is decidedly unsafe, na- 
tive sentiment taking the form of a gen- 
eral anti-foreign crusade. Fanatics have 
torn up the survey flags marking the line 
of the Sultan's railroad, claiming that they 
were emblems of foreign suzerainty over 
Morocco. Mr. Reed continués: 

“I may say I consider the situation grave 
indeed. If the Sultan is able to call the 
loyal tribes to his aid quickly and thor- 
oughly punish the rebellious Geruans, who 
were the chief movers in the recent raids 
and robberies, he will make his position all 
the more secure, but if he does not sueceed 
in doing so the trouble is bound to thicken.

In view of the disturbed condition of the 
interior of Morocco, considerable interest 
was manifested to-day in the departure 
from here of Commissioner Langerman of 
the St. Louls Exposition, who started for 
Tangier and Fez to enlist the interest of 
the Sultan and secure an important Moroc- 
co exhibit at the fair. 

Mr. Langerman is Vice Consul General at 
Tangier, is familiar with Morocco, and is 
the friend of influential officials. These 
circumstances enhance his chances of suc- 
cess. 


The rebels in Morocco at present con- 
sist of certain Berber tribes. These Ber- 
bers are the direct descendants of the orig- 
and are 
generally supposed to be of Hamitic origin. 
Their language, Shelna, is entirely distinct 
from Arabic, which is spoken by the Moors, 
and they have never, except for very short 
periods, been altogether at peace with their 
Arab neighbors, At the time of the Arab 
invasion. of Morocco the Berbers. were 
driven from the fertile plains, and took 


refuge in the mountains and 
districts of the country, where they remain 


| to-day, practically unconquered, preserving 


their ancient traditions and customs as 


well as their language. } 

The lands of the rebellious Beni-Mtir tribe 
lie to the south of the road from Fez to 
Mekinez, and extend to some thirty miles 
of front on that road. Other rebellious 
tribes are the Zimmurs and Geruans, who 
encircle Mekinez to the south, west, and 
north, and whose territory reaches to the 
Atlantic Ocean, 100 miles away. 

The Beni-Mtirs began by looting on the 
main road, rendering communication be- 
tween Fez and Mekinez very difficult and 
dangerous. Afterward they decided to 
throw’ in their lot with the rebels. Pre- 
vious to that time some of them had even 
been aiding the Government troops. Acts of 
pitiage and robbery, which were visited 
with practically no punishment, started the 
present’ rising among other tribes. Their 
immunity emboldened them, and what re- 
taliation the Arabs made—burning the 
Berbers’ stacks and looting their cattle— 
served to fan the flame.

The Berbers have been raiding right up to 
the walls of the towns, including Mekinez, 
robbing such caravans and people as have 
ventured outside. 

In the last week of 
August the rebels raided the Mekinez cattle 
market, carrying off everything on which 
they could lay their hands. A few of 
them even entered the town, and the Jew- 
ish quarter narrowly escaped looting. 

In a letter from Mekinez, dated Sept. 26, 
a correspondent of The London Times said 
that the raiding of the Mekinez cattle 
market had made the Government at Fez 
realize that something must be done to 
relieve the situation. Accordingly rein- 
forcements of troops, as ill organized as 
those already in Mekinez, and eleven Max- 
ims, under the command of the Sultan's 
uncle, Sid-Mohammed-el-Amarani, were 
sent to the front, and orders were dis- 
patched to the Arab tribes to the north of 
Geruan to attack the Berbers, from that 
quarter. This was done, and a number 
of their villages were burned and a large 
amount of loot carried off. For a week or 
two the Berbers held back, though almost 
daily bands of mounted men, some hun- 
dreds strong, rode to within sight of the 
town, burning the staw stacks and looting 
grain and cattle. The Government troops, 
being largely infantry, were unable to come 
much in touch with them. but contented 
themselves with firing a number of rounds 
at a quite impossible range and looting 
everything they could lay their hands on 
from the friendly villages and farms. 

As long as Geruan and Zimmur alone 
were in rebellion, said the correspondent, 
the Government had little to fear. Such, 
however, was the disorganized state of the 
Government troops, and so little authority 
existd among them, that the soldiery did 
not hesitate in cold blood to murder the 
friendly Beni-Mtis Berbers solely to steal 
their clothes and/horses. In spite of the 
protests of the Beni-Mtir chiefs the com- 
manders of the troops ‘took no pains what- 
ever to punish the murderers, with the re- 
sult that the Beni-Mtir contingent de- 
serted on the night of Sept. 25, and on the 
following morning were burning the Arab 
villages to the cagt of Mekinez, whieh had 
so far escaped.

TO BUY COAL DIRECT. 


Manufacturing Concerns of Lynn, Mass., 
Combihe to Eliminate the 
Middlemen.

BOSTON, Oct. 29.—Representatives of the 
Lynn Realty Company, the Lynn Real Es- 
tate Improvement Company, Lennoz & Co., 
T. A. Kelley & Co., A. B. Hoffman, George 
E. Barnard, Weber Leather Company, and 
others of Lynn, whe represent an annual 
consumption of about 15,000 tons of_ soft 
coal for manufacturing purposes, have 
taken steps to Obtain their coal supply di- 
rect from the mines without the interven-

ELECTRIC RAILWAYS MERGER. 


Powerful Syndicate Behind Consolida- 
tion of Elkins-Widener, Pomeroy- 
Mandelbaum Interests. 
CLEVELAND, Oct. 29.—According to 
Cleveland street railroad men, there is 
more significance in the proposed consoli- 
dation of the Elkins-Widener and the Pom- 
eroy-Mandelbaum syndicates than has ap- 


peared on the surface. 
Representatives of Cincinnati and Boston 


were of the opinion that the consolidation 
would result in the formation of the 
strongest electric railway syndicate in tne 
United States. They declared that Eastern 
bond houses would give generous financial 
support. 

It is claimed that the proposed syndicate 
will control the longest chain of electric 
railways in the world, covering more than 


1,500 miles. 
F TT. Pomeroy of this city said to-day 


that it was a little early yet to talk about 


the consolidation. 

‘There is no question, however,”’ he add- 
ed, “as to what will ultimately happen. 
The various railways owned or controlled 
by the two syndicates will be embraced in 
one big electric railroad.”’ 


RICH BABYLONIAN | COLLECTION. 


Prof. Heilprecht Says University of 
Pennsylvania Has Finest Known 
Specimens. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—Prof. Herman 
V. Heilprecht, head of the archaeological de- 
partment of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, during the course of a lecture to-day 
announced for the first time that the uni- 
versity is now in possession of the richest

$5,610,000 in Ten Years. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—In ten years the City 
of Chicago has lost $5,610,000 in uncollected 
taxes. A report showing this and declaring 
the tax assessing aind collecting methods 
of the county. full of errors, abuses, and 
mysteries, has. been placed in the hands of 
Controller MeGann by expert accountants, 
who have been examining the books of the 
County Treasurer. 

During ten years, the accopgntants assert, 
the collections of delinquent "personal prop- 
erty taxes amounted to only $50,000, until 
an investigation of the books was begun, 
and then the county’ authorities were able 
to collect $15,000 in-a month. 

It is asserted also that the county au- 
thorities have*made a practice of accepting 
partial payments as payment in full, with- 
out showing by their records why a reduc- 
tion was allowed.

Kruger says he was one of the most 
unscrupulous characters that ever exist- 
ed. No matter how base and how con- 
temptible, be it lying, bribery, or treach- 
ery, all and every means were welcome 
to him if they would lead to the attain- 
ment of his ambitions and desires. 

Mr. Kruger describes Lord Milner as 
“this tool of Chamberlain’s,” and Says 
the High Commissioner has carried out 
his mission faithfully, “and to-day en- 
joys the satisfaction of having turned 
South Africa’ into a wilderness and 
robbed thousands of innocent people of 
their lives.” 

Lord Milner, Mr. Kruger declares, let 
no opportunity go by of harassing the 
South African Republic and putting his 
foot on its neck. 

Of Great Britain's policy in South Af- 
rica the ex-President says: 

“Lies, treachery, intrigues, and se- 
cret instigations against the Govern- 
ment of the republic—these have always 
been the distinguishing marks of Eng- 
lish politics, which found their final goal 
in a cruel war.”

'.* But in the way, fellow-citizens, of say- 
ing a right-down honest thing in a right- 
down honest manner so that every man 
and every woman who hears him can un- 
derstand, I know no one who surpasses in 


eloquence Bird S. Coler [applause] when he | 


is before an audience, large or small, Who 
goes more directly to the,real thing in the 
campaign. But I. pass all of that. 

“ You know very well that you are not to 
elect a Governor to lay cornerstones and 
to deliver commencement addresses. He 
has business before him somewhat more 
serious than those ornamental duties of the 
orator. The office of the Governor is a 
great administrative place, and it is a 
place where men are to act rather than to 
deliver orations; and we have had here 
in our city during the four years that he 
held the office of Controller, we have had 
before us a living example of a man hold- 
ing a great executive place and so discharg- 
ing its duties as to command the admiration 
and the applause of those who originally 
supported him politically and then of those 
who were opposed to him politically.

President Cantor, Augustus Thomas, 
and William Hepburn Russell Talk 
—The Controller on New Diet- 


aries for the Insane. 


The meeting held in Cooper Union last 
night, under the auspices of the Greater 
New York Democracy, to ratify the Demo- 
cratic nominations caused a crowd esti- 
mated at 8,000 people to gather in the hall. 
The meeting was very noisy. Controller 
Grout, President Cantor of the Borough vf 
Manhattan, Augustus Thomas, the play- 
wright, and William Hepburn Russell, who 
did the speaking, all receiving very demon- 
strative welcomes. Mr. Grout, who pre- 
sided, on being introduced by Erastus 8. 
Ransom, made an extended address, in 
which he roundly scored the present Repub- 
lican administration in the State and Gov. 
Odell in particular, speaking of the Gov- 
ernor as the partner in a grocery firm and 
as the ‘exalted Republican lobbyist.’ 

Mr. Grout said among other things: 

‘For eight years Republicans have ruled 
this Empire State, and their policies have 
fitly come to completion at the hands of 
the exalted Republican lobbyist, as he was 
before he was Governor, who seeks re-elec- 
tion as Governor, They found a State gov- 
ernment economically administered. They 
have increased its expenses fasier than 
either its population or its wealth have in- 
creased, and in a greater proportion than 
the expenses of the City of New York have 
increased, although that city is the most 
rapidly growing section of the State both 
in weaith and numbers. This extravagance 
they have covered and concealed by the 
system of indirect taxation, the most in- 
sidious and dangerous power of govern- 
ment, the system of taxation which dis- 
Suises its methods, deceives as to its re- 
sults, under which the taxpayer may not 
easily know either how much is taken from 
him_ or how much his public business costs.

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ury, the accumulations of years past. He 
seized it for this year’s expenses, and 
straightway, like the man who thinks that 
he has discovered perpetual motion, he pro- 
claims the end of direct State taxation. 
Yet the State is raising not less but more 
money than it did under Democratic rule, 
and the people must pay the money, wheth- 
er by direct or by indirect taxation. The 
Democratic policy would not disturb thc 
taxes so levied, whether upon inheritances, 
corporate franchises, or assets, or. liquor 
licenses, but would credit them back to 
the localities which pay them, and then 
levy upon the locality its fair share of 
State expenses. Democracy would institute 
a straightforward, open course for the in- 
tricate and deceptive policy of Gov. Odell. 

“For many years the City of New York 
fought in the courts to subject to taxation 
the $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 of unearned 
premiums in the treasuries of the rich in- 
surance companies. Last March, after a 
long period of litigation, it won tts fight. 
But the.very next month the Republica 
Legislature, the same Legislature which 
imposed the tax on savings banks, passed 
a law exempting this great property from 
the tax which the courts had imposed, and 
Gov. Odell approved the law. 

*‘ Republicanism squandered the _ nine- 
million-dollar canal appropriation. It does 
not venture now to urge that\the great Erie 
Canal be made a fit and capable competitor 
for the railroads without the permission 
and the delay of a Constitutional amend- 
ment, The permission is unnecessary, and 
ithe delay is intended to prevent—not to pro- 
cure—the relief which the people want. 
Washington and Albany may differ in lati- 
tude and longitude, but the Republicanism 
in both cities is of the same kind. 

“*Gov. Odell found the asylums, chari- 
ties,.and prisons of New York models of 
their kind. In two years he has nearly 
completed their political seizure. The State 
of New York spends, in round figures, less 
than $22,000,000 a year. Of this sum over 
one-third is the stake for which this po- 
litical manager has reached; for $5,000,v00 
is spent upon the asylums, $2,000,000 upon 
the prisons, and $1,000,000 upon the char- 
ities—$5,000,000 out of $22,000,000. The model 
and Democratic condition which Odell 
found was established when David B. Hill 
was the honored Executive of this State. it 
excluded politics, where politics ought never 
io intrude. It interested philanthropie citi- 
ne. It reached a high degree of effi- 
ciency. 

‘* Odell has intruded politics, he has dis- 
gusted and dismissed the _ philanthropic 
citizens, he has seriously reduced the effi- 
ciency of these institutions, and he has 
put over one-third of the total expenditures 
of the State into hands where he or his 
partners in the grocery business or in. any 
other trade in which he or his political as- 
sociates may surreptitiously engage may 
command the — Some people are re- 
luctant to believe evil of this Governor, 
to believe that, whether or not he would 
take profit himself, he at least would not 
deny such profits to his political and busi- 
ness associates. They forget his past. He 
Was not always Governor, with the dig- 
nity and divinity that hedge office. 

“He was once Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee. He represented and 
controlled its legislative interests. Indi- 
vidual lobbyists were unable to do busi- 
ness in opposition to the organization. 
Bills were passed or beaten as the organ- 
ization decreed, and Odell was its messen- 
ger, its instrument, its practical man. He 
himself has since said that in his former 
character he asked and urged what as Gov- 
ernor he would not do. 

“‘ And if one single thing in this campaign 
is clear, it is that Odell, as political man- 
ager, was effective in procuring the legis- 
lation which created the Ramapo Water 
Company. But _I care little for this phase 
of Gov. Odell. I would rather test his policy 
in regard to the State charities by his pub- 
lic than his secret record. The chief re- 
sult which he claims is economy in man- 
agement, But that economy consists largely 
in reducing the food allowance of the in- 
mates of the institution. 

““I have here the table of allowances of 
meat, vegetables, coffee, tea, sugar, &c., 
prescribed by Dr, Austin Flint, and the re- 
duced quantities which Gov. Odell has al- 
lowed. I will not weary you with compari- 
sons of ounces of meat, &c., which mean 
little to most of us, We don’t measure our 
food in that way. Thank God, most of the 
people of this State can eat until their hun. 
ger is satisfied, and few of them, I think, 
would wish to restrict the insane and sick 
dependents of the State. But there is one 
striking and tangible item in these two 
dietaries. 

“Dr, Flint allowed each patient one egg 
a day. No extravagance in that, surely! 
Gov. Odell cuts the allowance down to 
half a egg a day, and only allows that if 
eggs do not cost more than 15 cents a 
dozen, and as the price increases the allow- 
ance is to be further reduced proportionate- 
ly...That is the policy, the undemocratic, 
inhuman policy which this election is either 
to aprove or to condemn. 

‘Democrats of New York City, We are 
united in this State election. We dismiss 
our local differences. This State of New 
York is a Democratic State, and it will no 
longer endure these hateful Republican 

olicies. The Democracy is in line, the 

ine is marching on, and on next election 
day the people of the State of New York 
will come = of tine aseare and man- 
age them in e interests of the peopl 
and of all of them.” er 

When Mr. Grout concluded, eleven reso- 
lutions, which told the objects of the or- 
ganization, denounced ‘‘Crokerism” and 
** Deveryism,”’ and indorsed the Democratic 
members of the present municipal adminis- 
tration, were adopted, after which Mr. 
Cantor was introduced. 

“The political skies are bright for us,” 
said Mr. Cantor, ‘‘ and we are almost abso- 
lutely_sure to achieve a splendid victory 
next Tuesday. The Democratic Party in 
this campai has had a slow and steady 
growth, and to-day public sentiment is in 
our favor. For many months past the in- 
dependent press has been saying that Gov.

Odell has given them, and the 
signs point to Democratic victory.” 

Mr. Cantor here paid a tribute to Grover 
Cleveland and the late Gov. Flower, and 
then, continuing, said: 

“In 1892 the principal issue was the 
tariff, and on that issue the Democratic 
Party won. To-day the issue is the same, 
only it is more aggravated. When the 
Dingley tariff act was passed, we Demo- 
crats realized the effect it would have on 
the industries of this country, but we did 
not fully appreciate the results. During 
the last six months we have seen a com- 
bination of cattlemen combine and suc- 
ceed in putting almost a prohibitive price 
on that necessity of life. 

“ The result was due to two things—first, 
the tariff, and secondly, the opportunity it 
gave those it protected to, combine on 
terms satisfactory to themselves, and re- 
gardless of the interests of the public. To 
this great object lesson has been added the 
coal trust, and we have seen the railroads 
combine against the men in the mines, 
which conditions were due to. the failure 
of the Republican Party to enforce the anti- 
trust laws and the duty which the Dingley 
act put on foreign coal.”’ 

Mr. Cantor then went on to show how Gov. 
Flower had put the various charities on 
a sound business basis, and how those 
conditions were continued down to the time 
of Gov. Odell, when that officer “for po- 
litical and partisan reasons,”’ he said, ‘‘ took 
the control away from the old authorities, 
offering no good excuse except the false 
one of economy.” 

The record of the Republican Party, so 
far as canals are concerned, is one of rob- 
bery and plunder.

STEEL TRUST ENJOINED 


Vice Chancellor Advises Injunction 
in Hodge Case. 


Decision Based on Conclusion That 


Stockholders’ Meeting Which Ap- 
proved Bond Plan Was Pre- 
maturely Called. 


NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 29.—Vice Chancel- 
lor Emery to-day decided the second suit 
to restrain the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion from issuing $200,000,000 bonds in place 
of preferred stock of a like amount. The 
Vice Chancellor advises a preliminary ‘n- 
junction preventing the conversion. This 
amounts to it being granted, as the Chan- 
cellor never overrules the Vice Chhancellor. 
The restraint, however, is allowed only 
upon the complainants, J. Aspinwall Hodge 
#nd others, consenting to the case being set 
down for hearing before the Court of Er- 
Tors and Appeals, et its next term, in the 
event of the defendants desiring to carry 
the decision to that tribunal. 

The Vice Chancellor goes into the case 
in extenso. He reviews at some length 
the question that arose in the former suit 
against the Steel Corporation that he dec- 
cided in favor of Mrs. Miriam Berger, the 
cen plainant, and which decision the Ap- 
pellate Court recently reversed. But, in the 
meantime, the company’s project was halt- 
ed by a temporary injunction in the pro- 
ceedings instituted by Mr. Hodge and his 
fellow-compiainants, William H. Curtis 
and Bernard Smith. The court refers to 
the fact that the bill in the Berger case 
was filed solely on the complainant's own 
behalf and against the corporation 


issuing of bonds under the contract called 
the banker’s contract. No Directors of the 
company were made party defendants, but 
it was charged that four of the firm were 
Directors at the time the contract was 
made, and its validity was assailed on that 
ground. 

Relief was sought upon four grounds, 
namely, that the plan, if carried out, would 
impair the complainant's vested rights as 
a stockholder; that the plan to retire the 
stock was ultra vires and void against the 
complainant. or any dissenting stockhold- 
er; that the plan was ruinous and imper- 
iled the value of the stock, and that the 
four members of the bankers’ firm were 
Directors of the corporation, and that the 
compensation of $8,000,000, which might De 
received under the contract, was without 
consideration and illegal, and that the 
scheme was devised to secure exorbitant 
commissions by this firm. 

The answer denied the compainant’s con- 
tention, except that it held that the com- 
pensation was beneficial and reasonable. 
It claimed that by a law of the corporation 
the bankers’ contract was legal 

THE TWO SUITS CONTRASTED. 


The Vice Chancellor tells of his decision 
in faver of the complainant in the Berger 
case, and the action of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and goes on to point out that in 
the Hodge suit the bill is filed against 
ail the Directors because fifteen of the 
number were interested in the syndicate 
formed to assist in carrying out the bank- 
ers’ contract. It further insisted that the 


conversion plan was ratified by the two- 
thirds vote of the shareholders required by 
the corporation act. The complainants heid 
that the votes of the stock controlled by 
the bankers and members of the syndicate 
had to be counted in order to make up the 
necessary two-thirds, Without the syndi- 
cate votes the requisite number did not, it 
Wus maintained, appreve the reduction of 
stock. 

As to the ground of impairment of a 
stockholder’s vested or property rights, 
the Vice Chancellor says the Court of Er- 
rors’ ruling is conclusive as to the ultra 
vires; the higher court's ruling.against that 
claim also controls in the second sult. 

The third ground that .the corporation 
cannot issue the proposed bonds because 
it had not complied with the provisions of 
the law of 1902, was not raised in the first 
suit. This particular question the Vice 
Chancellor discusses for the reason that 
the Appeals Court held that the power to 
issue bonds was given under the law of 
1896, which authorized a company to re- 
duce the stock “by purchasing certain 
shares for retirement.’’ The Vice Chan- 
cellor then continues: 

“The opinion of the Court of Appeals, 
showing precisely the relations of the two 
laws and expressly declaring that all 
other methods retiring preferred stock by 
purchase are now excluded by the act of 
1902, and that corporations must now have 
the requirements of the later act renders 
this view untenable, and makes the ques- 
tion whether the Steel Corporation does 
meet these requirements of the act of 1902 
the first to be determined. The conditions 
of the act of 1902, entitling corporations to 
redeem or retire preferred stock, are four, 
and it is claimed by the complainants that 
two of these have not been met. The first 
condition not met, it is claimed, is that 
the company at the time of the meeting 
had not paid dividends for the time re- 
quired by the statute, and the second con- 
dition not met, as the complainant claims, 
was the one relating to the value of the 
assets required. 

“ As to the value of the assets, the af- 
fidavits in respect thereto filed by the de- 
fendant are full, complete, and detailed, 
and are made by persons entirely familiar 
with the property. The affidavits as to 
the value of the assets filed by the com- 
plainants are, on the contrary, general, 
Vague, and made without special knowl- 
edge or examination, and the credibility 
of the principal affidavit on the part of 
the complainant is seriously impaired by 
admission in his latest affidavit. Upon 
these affidavits as to the value of-assets I 
would not be justified in enjoining the issu- 
ing of bonds pending final hearing. 

*** My present view, however, is that the 
preferred stockholder, as against the com- 
pany, cannot be heard to assert that a 
valuation which is substantially the valua- 
tion upon which his stock was issued is 
an overvaluation under the statutes, and 
that he must show a loss or shortage in his 
assets arising subsequently to the original 
issue of his stock. in order to entitle him 
to question the valuation under the statute. 
This objection to the issue of the bonds 
is therefore overruled and a_ preliminary 
injunction should not be based thereon. 


QUESTION OF DIVIDENDS. 
*“*On the question of dividends, which, it is 


claimed, were not paid in compliance with ; 


the act of 1902, the Vice Chancellor says 
that payments of dividend$ are continuous 
when made successively and regularly and 
according to charter or by-laws. Plainly, 
no less than two payments can meet the 
requirements under the statute. The sec- 
ond requirement relates to the duration of 
time in which the continuous payment must 
be made. The provision is that it must be 
for at least a period of one year next pre- 


ceding the meeting. Defendants’ counsel 
contended that the dividends themselves, 
and not the continuous payment, were to 
be for the period of the year preceding the 
meeting. They claimed that the four divi- 
dends paid for the entire year previous, 
and not for any shorter period. his con- 


struction gives to the word dividends an | 


application and meaning which are only 
appropriate to the distinct and different 
worked “ earnings.”’ Earnings may be said 
to accrue in the beginning of the year, but 
dividends have no existence under the by- 
laws until they are declared out of the 
earnings, and therefore dividends cannot 
vile to accrue from the beginning of the 

Considered from another point of view, 
and stated with reference to the gram- 
matical construction of the sentence, the 
defendant's claim is that the words, “ for 
the period, ,, &¢., qualify or describe the 

dividends ” and the payment of dividends. 
The court here goes into the subject of 
punctuation at considerable length, and 
goes on to say: 

“The payment of dividend required by 
the statute is continuous dividend, and this 
‘word cannot be rejected, unless a company 
paying dividends for a year annually is en- 
titiel to the same privilege of converting 
stock into bonds, as companies paying divi- 
dends semi-annually or quarterly. Would 
not the act of 1902 be clearly special! legis- 
lation, and therefore invalid? The Court of 
Errors has decided that the act is not spe- 
cial, but apples to all corporations. There- 
fore, I reach the conclusion that the words 
‘for the period of at least one year’ apply 
to and qualify the ‘continuous declaration 
and payment of dividends’ required by the 
statute. These words are not to be treated

“This conclusion harmonizes with the 
decision I have referred to above, in which 
the same construction was given to pro- 
visions in other statutes, requiring the

construction that controls this case. 
* With this view of the meaning of the 
Statute, I conclude that the meeting of 
the stockholders was permaturely called, 
and that this retirement of stock- under the 
resolution passed at that meeting must 
be enjoined.” 
The circular to the stockholders is dealt 
with at considerable length. The Court 
Says: 
“ There was no, provision either in the 
resolution or the contract authorizing 
either the Directors or the bankers to 
withdraw or cancel, either wholly or as to 
any stockholder, the offer after it had 
been accepted by the stockholders.”’

| Regarding the steel trust decision, a 
member of the firm of J. P. Morgan &

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LAN TO MAKE EYIL 
PLAYS UNPROFITABLE 


Actors’ Church Alliance Devises 
Scheme of National Scope. 


Clergymen to be Active Agents in a 
Proposed Boycott of the Un- 
wholesome Drama. 


The members of the Church Club last 
night became affiliated with the Actors’ 
Church Alliance of America at a meeting 
in the clubhouse, Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
seventh Street. Heretofore the member- 
ship of the Alliance has included only the- 
atrical folk and clergymen. 

The members of the Church Club who 
pledged their support to the movement did 
so after listening to he story of the Alli- 
ance told by the Rev. Dr. Walter E. Bent- 
ley, rector of the Church of the Holy Sep- 
ulchve and Gerf®ral Secretary of the Alli- 
ance. He explained for the first time how 
the Alliance has planed to “‘ knock out” 
the immoral plays in America. 

A committee of clergymen has been ap- 
pointed, he said, to visit the various plays, 
and to ascertain which are fit for the re- 
ligious men and women to see and hear, 
and for the children to know about. That 
committee, he said, includes several of the 
foremost clergymen in New York. 

The information collected by those men 
will be sent to pastors of churches in every 
city in the country, and these men, with 
sympathetic, influential members of their 
congregation, will work quietly among the 
people and induce them not to patronize 
the plays when they come to town. A sim- 
ilar’ course will be pursued with plays that 
are found worthy and elevating, the min- 
isters and laymen asking their friends to 
attend. There are to be no pulpit denuncia- 
tions. It is hoped that in a few years a 
complete reform of the stage in America 
may be brought about. 

Dr. Bentley first spoke of the immeasur- 
able influence of the stage, and pointed to 
it as a means by which many existing 
evils might be remedied, but declared it to 
be under the present deplorable conditions, 
degrading and demoralizing. He also de- 
clared the power of the pulpit to be in its 
decadence for several reasons, and said 
that the Church is in urgent need of the 
stage, and the stage of the Church, for 
their mutual advantage. 

The Church needs the stage, he said, to 
give to religion a touch of spontaneity and 
naturalism. Ministers, he said, too fre- 
quently do altogether too much star-gazing, 
and cloak their teachings with too much 
mysticism, so that the congregations and 
worshippers are almost in a maze. The 


teaching of religion, he said, needs the in- 
spiration of the dramatic profession to give 
it life and vitality. The people are selaom 
natural in church, he said, and clergymen, 
particularly young clergymen, are very 
often affected with the artificiality. The 
litany had been pronounced by many so 
as to be mere mummery and formalism. 
In many cases, he said, it has ‘‘ been mur- 
dered, and has had its very heart taken 
out,”’ not because of lack of sincerity so 
much as the absence of naturalism in its 
recital. 

Bishop Potter, the speaker sald, had rec- 
ognized that fact, and had said on one og- 
casion that it would be wise to send all 
the young clergymen on the stage for six 
months. 

“Well, I wouldn’t want to trust them all 
there,’’- said Dr. Bentley, ‘ because the 
fascinations are tremendous and extremely 
dangerous to one who has a theatrical tem- 
perament. But much good unquestionably 
would result if the clergymen could have 
that experience.”’ 

The drama in America, said Dr. Bentley, 
has sunk almost to its lowest levels. Art 
in it and everything that is elevating, has 
been prostituted, and commercialism pre- 
dominates. He scored the theatrical syndi- 
cate, and declared it to be responsible for 
the obliteration of all that is uplifting in 
the drama, By its all-powerful order, he 
said, the best artists in the land were 
forced to play in second and third and 
fourth rate theatres, and in dramas that 
are not suited to their nature, but to 
which they are forced to conform, sacrific- 
ing their own talent and frequently taking 
parts that are repulsive to their self-re- 
spect—all, he said, for the sake of “ getting 
the crowd.” 

He named several plays that are or have 
been in New York recently, in which there 
was nothing, he said, but that which ca- 
tered to the lower side of man’s nature, 
anc yet to which he said men and women 
of prominence and influence, not a few 
church members, went and took their sans 
and daughters, 

The Church, Dr. Bentley said, with its 
present division into sects, is powerless, 
and could do nothing. One word of pro- 
test from the pulpit, or a request from a 
minister that his congregation do not at- 
tend because of the low and degrading 
character of a play, means that one could 
not get near the theatre for the crowds— 
including probably not a few of the congre- 
gation that had been cautioned. 

The Church, too, said Dr. Bentley, had 
reglected the actors and actresses, had 
treated them as though they were a de- 
spised class, unworthy of association with 
ordinary persons. That, he declared to be 
in large measure responsible for any evil 
that might exist among theatrical people. 
And this, he said, was responsible for the 
flocking of actors and actresses to the 
Christian Science cult, by whom, he said, 
the theatrical folk had been received with 
open arms.

The Actors’ Church Alliance reassembled 
at 9 o’clock yesterday at the Chapel of St. 
Chrysostom, Thirty-ninth Street and Sev- 
enth Avenue, and brought harmony out of 
the discords of the session of the preceding 
night. Bishop Potter was re-elected Presi- 
dent of the Alliance, Joseph Jefferson was 


made First Vice President, a constitution 
was adopted which met the views both of 
the New York chapter and those of the 
delegates from Boston, and a committee of 
seven Was appointed to draft by-laws. 

The Rev. Thomas R. Slicer presided at 
yesterday’s session, which adjourned sine 
die at noon. Besides the officers already

W. C. WHITNEY’S HORSE WON.

English-Bred Racer Ballantrae Victor in 
the Cambridgeshire Stakes at 
Newmarket. 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—The race for the 
Cambridgeshire Stakes, in which William 
C. Whitney's English-bred horse, Ballan- 
trae-was a hot favorite and an easy winner, 
drew a large and fashionable crowd to the 
Newmarket race course to-day. King Ed- 
ward was an interested spectator of the 
day's sport. 

The chief event, the Cambridgeshire, a 
handicap for horses three years old and 
upward, at one mile and a furlong, was con- 
tested by an uncommonly large field, twen- 
ty-four horses running. 

The post betting was 9 to 4 against Bal- 
lantrae.

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REPORTER BEATEN IN 
TENDERLOIN FORTRESS 


Mysterious Stee! Guarded House 
the Scene of Assault. 


Thirty-third Street Building, Said to be 
Designed for Gambling, Guarded 
by Fighters. 


The steel door and the porch of the same 
metal which have just been added to the 
dwelling house in West Thirty-third Street. 
presuinably to baffle raiders, for the place, 
according to common report, soon is to be 
opened as a gambling house, received their 
first triel yesterday, when a reporter for 
Tue New YorK TIMES was terribly beaten 
in the place. He escaped and took a police 
guard back with him, but the steel doors 
were closed and locked, and no one could 
enter, 

The place is said to be owned by a 
wealthy gambler. The reporter was as- 
signed to go to the house yesterday to ob- 
tain, if possible, more detailed information 
concerning it. Both the steel doors and 
the inner door were standing ajar when he 
reached the house, and he stepped into 
the front room, whcre two men were sit- 
ting. They probably knew him, for he has 
had long experience in the district, but he 
failed to recognize them. 

One of them was of medium build, with 
an iron-gray mustache, and wearing a rag- 
lan: The other the reporter was unable to 
describe. As ‘the stranger entered, one 


asked him his businesses but before he 
could reply the man in the raglan sprang 
to his feet and threw the garment from 


him. 

“Come ahead, and we'll kill him!’’ he 
shouted to his companion, and, rushing 
upon the reporter, he dealt him a savage 
blow upon the mouth. The reporter fought 
back, but the other joined in the struggle. 
The newspaper man moved until he had 
the wall at his back, but the assailants 
rained blows on him until he was almost 
blinded. One, he believes, struck him with 
the butt of a revolver. 

At last the reporter broke past the men 
and gained the door by which he entered, 
but it was closed. Either he had shut it 
behind him on entering or else it had been 
slammed to in the fight and was held by 
a spring lock. He warded the blows with 
one hand as best he could, trying to reach 
the lock with the other. Suddenly he got 
the door open and reeled into the street. 
The men followed, one of them holding a 
révolver. 

The reporter went to Broadway and sum- 
moned four policemen to go back with him, 
They found the door shut and fastened, 
and they could not force it, nor could they 
bring any one to the windows. The report- 
er then went to the West Thirtieth Street 
Police Station, where he made a formal re- 
port of the assault. His face was bruised 
and bleeding. 


BRITISH SUBSIDY QUESTION. 


Radical Recommendations Made by the 
Special Parliamentary Committee. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—The report of Evelyn 
Cecil, M. P., Chairman of the Parliamen- 
tary Subsidies'Committee, on the matter of 
British ship subsidies makes the following 
recommendations: 

No subsidies shonl@ be granted except 
for services rendered. 

In granting subsidies British 
steamers should be favored. 

A permanent committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Admiralty, the Board of 
Trade, the Colonial Office, and the Post 


Office should watch the development of 
foreign competition. 

Speed should be made a condition of all 
subsidy contracts, 

No subsidized vessel should. be sold 
abroad without the consent of the Gov- 
ernment, under pain of forfeiture of the 
subsidy or heavy fine, 

A- majority of the Directorate of sub- 
sidized lines and all the officers and a pro- 
portion of the crews of subsidized vessels 
should be British, ‘and the Government 
should have general control of freight 
rates and fares. 

The Board of Trade regulations should be 
enforced against foreign ships in British 
ports, and the Jighthouse dues now paid by 
British ships should be abolished. 

The question of excluding foreign ships 
from the British coasting trade should be 
considered, with a view to exacting a fine 
or license from such ships, based upon any 
subsidy they may receive from their own 
Governments. 

It is also recommended that special ex- 
ceptions be made in the granting af subsi- 
dies where it is desirable to establish fast 
British communication, and that such a 
subsidy is now desirable for an East Afri- 
can service. 

The report ends by saying that it is ex- 
pected that ship owners will heartily in- 
dorse these recommendations.

AUSTRIAN ANTI-SEMITICISM. 


It Is Said That the Jew-Baiting in 
Vienna Has Kept Money Away 
from the City.

LONDON, Oct. 30.—Commenting on 
the anti-Semitic electoral victories in 
Austria, the Vienna correspondent of 
The Times says that no different result 
Was expected. 


In Vienna, says the correspondent, 
where the influence of the Christian So- 


cialists has largely contributed to one 
of the longest -commercial crises ever 
known, there is no doubt that the sys- 
tematic Jew-baiting by the party in 
power has kept away numerous wealthy 
visitors who formerly spent money in 
the city. 

The consolidation of the power of 
Clerical reaction, adds the correspond- 
ent, means the indefinite postponement 
of the return of general progress and 
prosperity, which flourished until the 
municipal administration fell into the 
hands of those who were afterward at 
the head of national affairs. 


MACEDONIANS EXPECTED AID. 


The Revolutionists Thought That Rus- 
sia Would Not Refuse to 
Help Them,

sian Government in discountenancing

Forbidden Articles Supplied to Prison- 
ers—Convict Who Told the 
Story Paroled. 


TRENTON, N, ‘J., Oct, 29.—Because he 
furnished the prison authorities here with 
information that led to establishing the 
guilt of four prison keepers who were sup- 
plying the prisoners with forbidden ar- 
ticles, Charles Roller, received from Essex 
County in November, 1901, on a seven-year 
sentence for forgery, was granted his re- 
lease to-day on parole from the Court of 
Pardons. 

Through evidence given by Roller, the 
authorities discovered the identity 


of the four keepers who have been sys- 
tematicaily supplying prisoners with con- 
iraband articles, such as whisky, tobacco, 
opium, &c.

The, parole of Roller was granted upon 
the strength of a recommendation to the 
Board of Pardons by George O. Osborne of 
Essex County, head keeper of the prison. 
He appeared before the court at its session 
held Tuegday, and disclosed to that body 
the result of hts investigation. A statement 
Was made this evening by Head Keeper Os- 
borne, in which he said: 


“At a special] sesison of the Court of 


Pardons held yesterday Charles Roller, the | 


convict who had furnished me most of the 
information, was paroled as both the court 
and I agreed that it would be unsafe for 
Roller to remain in the prison at this time. 
We propose to push this investigation to 
an end ‘and put a stop to this practice once 
for all.”’

LONDON, Oct. 30.—The efforts of the 
promoters of the Morgan ‘“‘tube"’ railway 
scheme to procure the re-establishment of 
the parliamentary status of their original 
tranchise bill as a whole led to an hour's 
debate in the House of Commons last night, 
the only result of which was the with- 
drawal of the endeavor. 

The Morgans intend to ask again later 
for the recommittal to the Railway Com- 
mittee of the bill granting rights for the 
proposed lines, without regard to the Lon- 
don United Tramway Company, which was 
to be operated in connection with the Mor- 
gan “tubes,” but which was privately 
bought up by the Yerkes interests. 

Thomas G. Ashton, (Liberal,) who moved 
the recommittal of the Morgan bill last 
night, accused the United Tramway Com- 
pany of dishonorable behavior, and said he 
doubted whether so “dirty a transaction” 
hed ever been engaged in by parties com- 


ing before Parliament. He said also that 
the House should resent this action by 
pas the Morgan bill, thus giving the 
forgans a chance. Mr. Ashton’s proposi- 
tion was greeted with cries of ‘‘ No, no. 

Mr. Ashton’s motion was opposed by Sir 
John Dickson-Poynder, (Conservative,) who 
said that the Morgan scheme was now a 
truncated affair, and that it was not within 
the province of Parliament to intervene in 
the dissensions of rival speculators. 

The Right Hon. James W. Lowther (Con- 
servative) agreed that the Morgan promot- 
ers had been badly used, but said their 
enemies were those of their own household. 

Sir Lewis McIver, (Unionist,) Chairman 
of the Railway Committee, and others also 
opposed the motion, which was finally 
withdrawn. 

Sir Lewis used very strong language. He 
described the transaction of the United 
Tramway Company as a scanda! without 
precedent in committee work. He sald the 
game was to make the London railways the 
pawns on the checker board of Waii Street, 
and that Parllament must take care that 
there be no suspicion of its taking any 
side in the quarrel. The next session of 
Parliament should start fair, with a clean 
slate, and consider the matter afresh. Sir 
Lewis added: *‘ When two of a trade fall 
out, the County Council may perhaps come 
by its own.” 

Sir Clinton E. Dawkins, a partner in the 
ng of J. S. Morgan & Co., said yester- 

ay: 

““We have small hope of accomplishing 
anything during the present session. In 
my opinion public sentiment is With us in 
this matter, because the action of the op- 
position was a clear breach of faith, both 
to us, to Parliament and to the public. 
But, owing to legal and technical diffi- 
culties, I doubt the possibility of reinstat- 
ing our bill this sesSion.” 

The ‘‘ tube” disputes promise to involve 
Londoners in the thorny problem whether 
the County Council or private speculators 
shall supply London’s transit needs. Strong 
feeling is expressed both against the Amer- 
ican endeavors to secure control of the sys- 
tem and against the County Council in- 
volving itself in probable heavy financial 
burdens by taking up the work of bulld- 
ing “tubes "’ and tramways. 

The debate in the House of Commons 
was watched by representatives of all the 
underground railway interests in London. 
Among the members of Parliament there 
were some exhibitions of impatience that 
the time of the House should be wasted 
over the disputes of rival capitalists. 

Referring to the matter editorially, all 
the London papers this morning express 
satisfaction with the result of last: night's 
debate, and protest against American capi- 
talists being permitted to exploit the rich 
field of London transit. Discussion of the 
question whether the County Council should 
undertake the work rather follows politi@! 
lines, the Conservative papers being against 
and the Liberal papers in favor of the mu- 
nicipalization of transit. It cannot be 
doubted, however, that recent events have 
strengthened enormously the claim of the 
County Council at least to have a greater 
voice in the matter than hitherto. 


RUNAWAY ON THE EAST SIDE. | missED DEAD WOMAN’S MONEY. 


| Horse Attached to a Coal Wagon Made 
! Things Lively and_Hurt Two Men. 


Frightened by a passing automobile, a big 
white horse, attached to a coal and wood 
wagon, ran away *%at Gramercy Park and 
Twenty-firste Street yesterday and gave 
folk along that thoroughfare to the East 
River the liveliest kind of a quarter hour. 
Edward Dougherty, sixty-one years of age, 
of 601 East Sixteenth Sfreet, the owner and 
driver, whose birthday anniversary it was, 
emerged from a cellar way, where he had 
left a bascket of fuel, just in time to see 
his horse preparing to bolt.

The horse 
turned just before crossing Second Ave- 
nue and made a record trip up and down 
the block, dragging the wagon, and then 
ran across Second Avenue just as a car

tillman of 271 West One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth Street in the path of the 
runaway. 

She stood still while the crowd shouted. 
Policeman Max Hofer of the Bast Twenty- 
second Street Station ran trom the side- 
walk and swept the woman out of harm's 
way. The horse turned and went back to 
Third Avenue and shattered the wagon to 
matchwood against an elevated railroad 
pillar. Again he turned toward the river, 
and, being free, ran faster. At Avenue A 
the horse crashed against a Belt Line car 
that had about a score of passengers 
aboard, not one of whom was hurt by the 
rain of splinters from the windows. 

The shock threw the horse down, but he 
was up and away again. Just before he 
reached the river he was seized and held 
by John Ackerman, an Adams Express 
driver, who was dragged several feet before 
he conquered.

MORE FATAL RIOTING 
IN PORTO RICAN TOWNS. 


Federals Again Prevented from Regis- 


| tering, in Spite of Imperative 
Government Orders. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Oct. 29.—Incom- 
plete returns from various parts of the isl- 
and regarding the last registration day, 
yesterday, confirm the reports that rioting 
and shooting occurred in many towns, and 
that violence was used everywhere. The 
rumor that the Federals were shut out at 


San Lorenzo, where a mob attacked the 
police, with the result that two of the riot- 
ers were killed and fifteen men, among 
whom were three policemen, were desper- 
ately wounded, is also confirmed. The mob 
entered the town varrying a corpse at the 
head of the procession. 

The police aitempted to disperse the par- 
ticipants in a fight at Patillas, a Federal 
town, which was invaded by a large mob 
of Republicans frém Guayama. he Re- 
publicans forcibly took possession of the 
booths, shut out the Federals, and regis- 
tered the whole of the Guayama non-resi- 
dent party. In the shooting and rioting 
which ensued four men were badly wound- 
ed, including Corp. Cepero, of the Insular 
Police. 

At Ponce many shots were fired, but 
there were no casualties, 

Minor disorders, including stabbing af- 
frays, have been reported from other towns. 
_ New and imperative instructions had been 
issued by the Government for yesterday's 
registrations, but noes A were generally dis- 
regarded by the election judges. The Fed- 
erals were not permitted to register, Prac- 
tically there was no Federal registration 
throughout the island. 


James A. Logan Dead. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29,—Ex-Judge 
James A. Logan, General Solicitor of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, died sud- 
denly to-night at his home in Bala, a sub- 
urb of this city. Judge Logan was born 
in Westmoreland County, this State, in 
1840. He studied law in Greensburg and 
practiced there until elected to the nch, 
In 1879 he was appointed Assistant General 
Solicitor of the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
became General! Solicitor in 1893. 


The mystery of the robbery of the home 
of Miss Mary A. E. Carter while her body 
was laid out for burial, was deepened yes- 
terday by the discovery that, although the

William Carter, 
a cousin of Miss Carter, who lives in 
Untonport, said that he had not been on 
the best terms with his relative, and was 
not conversant during late years with her 
affairs. He added, however, that he had 
reason to believe Miss Carter had left a 
considerable fortune. The body will be ior- 
warded to-day to Joliet, Ill., where it will 
be interred.

HARD COAL DROPS TO $7.50. 


Operators and Dealers Comment Upon 
the Miners’ Idieness on 
“ Mitchell Day.” 


The official price of domestic sizes of an- 
thracite yesterday, according to the mem- 
bers of the Retail Coal Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, was $7.50 a ton, a reduction Of $1.50 
a ton. J. Samuel Smool, one of the offi- 
cers of the association, said that in all 
likelihood an official rate of $6.50 a ton 
will be adopted on Saturday. None of 
the officials of the coal carrying companies 
who were seen yesterday were willing to 
blame the dealers for keeping up the 
prices. A representative of the Delaware 
and Hudson Company said that the large 
dealers by discouraging the sale of anthra- 
cite, selling it only in small lots, kept 
their customers from buying any great 
‘quantity of high-priced coal. Regarding 
the proposed plan to freeze out the small 
dealers a representative of the Erie Rail- 
road said: 

“Even if all the small dealers were 
bought out, there nothing to prevent 
other small dealers from starting. If we 
refused to give them coal we would be 
howled at as monopolists.”’ 

About 11,000 tons of anthracite arrived at 
tidewater yesterday, of which over 3,000 
tons on 200 cars came on the Erie. The 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western and 
the New York, Ontario and Western have 
sent 3,500 tons to the city’s. distributing 
points, an@ the Lehigh Valley Road brought 
690 tons. The rest was brovght by the 
Pennsylvania and the Fhiladelphia and 
Reading Roads. : 

Both operators and dealers said that the 
observance of “ Mitchell's Day’ by the 
ininers will diminish the week's output 
by 100,000 tons, 25,000 tons of which would 
probably haye come to this city.

BANK AT SODUS, N. Y., ROBBED. 


Burglars Blow Open Vault and Secure 
Booty Estimated at $5,000.

BANK ROBBERY IN ILLINOIS. 


Burglars Hold Town Marshal of Gard- 
ner Captive While They Dyna- 
mite Vault. 


GARDNER, IIL, Oct. 29.—Six men blew 
open the vault of the Exchange Bank here 
early this morning and took between $3,000 
and $4,000, it is believed. 

They seized Town Marshal Edmondson at

The Difficulties of the Export and 
Atlantic Coast Corporations. 


Complicated Affairs that Force Reor- 
ganization of the Concerns—Assets 
of the Export Exceed Liabilities.

Simultaneously, Judge Lacombe, 

in the United States Circuit Court, appoint- 

ed two temporary receivers for the Atlan- 

tic Coast Lumber Company, a corporation 

to which the other concern had loaned large 
} Sums of money. 

Stetson, Jennings & Russell, who are J. 
Pierpont Morgan's attorneys, were the 
| lawyers who appeared before Justice Hall 

in behalf of the first-named company’s 
stockholders. The three receivers named 
} are Waterman A. Taft, Edward J. Hath- 
orne, and Benjamin L. Fairchild. Mr. Taft 
is a Vice President of the company. The 
| petition of the majority stockholders, de- 
| elaring that voluntary dissolution was for 

the interest of the men who asked for it, 
| Was signed by Frank J. Saxe, James B. 
| Ford, Samuel Norris, Jr., H. E. Converse, 
| and Francis Gordon Brown. They said that 
| the assets of the company, although in ex- 
| cess of the liabilities, are in such compli- 
cated shape that they are not available for 
immediate use in settling up. 

The total liabilities were quoted as $2,358,- 
536, the nominal assets $3,598,920. Of the 
money owed, about $340,000 had been ad- 
vanced to the Atlantic Coast Lumber Com-

OFFICIAL VIOLATION OF LAW. 

Whether the so-called anthracite coals 
from foreign sources now coming into 
the country are free or dutiable seems 
to depend upon whether the importer is 
unwilling to make a false 
the carbon percentage

| false affidavits have been made, and the 


customs officials, in obedience to Secre- 
tary SmHAw’s order to “ facilitate” coal 
importations, have accepted the rating 
thus given and passed the coal as not 
dutiable. Probably not a pound of this 
fuel is entitled to free importation under 
the law. it is called anthracite, although 
semi-anthracite would be more accepta- 
ble as a scientific designation, and very 
little if any of it carries as much as 90 
per cent. of fixed carbon. No tests have 
been made, and when the coal is burned 
there will be no “ going behind the re- 
turns,” which appear regular on their 
face and are known to be false by every- 
body having to do with them. 

This is a condition of affairs which 
cannot be condemned too strongly. The 
Treasury authorities have no right, legal 
or moral, to disregard the provisions of 
a law which it is their duty under their 
official oaths to enforce. No act of Con- 


gress or provision of the Federal Consti-" 


tution gives them the right to suspend 
the provisions of a law when in their 
judgment the public interest would be 
promoted or protected by so doing. The 
toleration of such laxity on their part 
would establish a precedent so dangerous 
as to be subversive of all government 
under our system. No public necessity 
justifies a proceeding so fraught with 
peril, and the President cannot safely 
permit it. 

That the law as it stands is a public 
wrong is true enough. Congress proba- 
bly meant to put upon the frée list 
everything admitting of classification as 
anthracite coal. The clause making du- 
tiable every form of coal containing less 
than 92 per cent. of fixed carbon was 
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 kititully framed to defeat this purpose. 
It was “sneaked” into the Dingley bill 
for the purpose of nullifying the pro- 
vision making anthracite free, and ac- 
complished its purpose. The mistake, 
however, is one which only Congress 
can rectify. Neither the Treasury of- 
} ficlals nor their subordinates in the Cus- 
tom Houses of this or other ports are 
empowered to enforce so much of a law 
as they may think Congress understood 
or intended to pass and to suspend the 
enforcement of so much as they may 
think was inserted surreptitiously and 
without full realization of its signifi- 
cance by Representatives and Senators. 
To state such a proposition would be to 
demonstrate its absurdity from a legal 
point of view, and its danger as sub- 
versive of our whole system of govern- 
ment. When officials whose duties are 
strictly ministerial and executive as- 
sume judicial functions and direct that 
certain laws or parts of laws be disre- 
garded when they think it would make 
the Administration more popular to dis- 
regard than to observe them, we are not 
far from anarchy. However amiable 
the purpose of such a tampering with 
duty, the results cannot fail to be mis- 
chievous. 

The clauses of the tariff imposing taxes 
upon any kind of fuel should be repealed 
at the first opportunity. The object of 
a lax enforcement of the law at this time 
is probably to divert public attention 
from the objectionable character of this 
unnecessary tax, to the end that the 
next Congress may not be urged to re- 
peal the coal duty clauses in whole or in 
part. The smallest reform in our tariff 
system is to the protectionist as much 
@ source of apprehension as “ the little 
rift within the lute.” To collect the 
duty on anthracite at this time would be 
an object lessen in the evils of protec- 
tion which the Administration would 
gladly avoid. To avoid it by violating 
the law may be good politics, but even 
on that point there is room for difference 
of opinion. 


A WEIGHTY INDORSEMENT. 


The circular which we published yes- 
terday addressed to the bar of the 
State, urging the. re-election of Judge 
Gray to the Court of Appeals, must 
strike any one who is acquainted with 
the names attached to it as a very im- 
pressive indorsement and one that should 
have great weight with the profession 
and with those whom the profession in- 
fluence. 

Here are some hundred and forty law- 
yers, including a large number of the 
most able and respected in the city, 
having every shade of political opinion 
that it is possible for intelligent men to 
hold, many of them earnest and con- 
vinced Republicans and supporters of the 
Republican candidates for all offices on 
the State ticket save the Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, uniting in a simple 
and emphatic plea for the election of 
Judge Gray. The motives that thus 
unite men of different politics should be 
the motives of all sensible voters who 
understand the real issue, desire for the 
greatest good to the State. The feeling 
of the bar throughout the State and of 
thoughtful citizens generally is in sym- 
pathy with that of the signers of this 
appeal. We sincerely trust that it will 
be strong enough to secure the election 
of Judge Gray. 


PLAGIARISM IN MUSIC. 


It is improbable that. Devery is ac- 
quainted with the works of MOLIERE. 
For one reason one of the apothegms of 
DEVERY which most commend them- 
selves to his constituents is: ‘‘ When 
you're caught with the goods on you, you 
don’t want to say nothing.” Whereas, on 
a similar occasion, MOLirrEe found some- 
thing to say, to wit: “I take my goods 
wherever I find them.” And posterity 
has acquitted and acclaimed Mo.uiere for 
his conveyancing, so well excused. When 
next DeverRy addresses his constituents 
on the Conduct of Life, he should amend 
his previous statement by saying: 
“When youse is caught with the goods 
on ya’, youse just say, ‘Je prends mon 
bien ou je le trouve.’ ”’ 

Mr. VicToR HERBERT has just recov- 
ered from a musical journal a verdict 
of $15,000 for being called a musical pla- 
giarist. There are probably few practi- 
tioners of any art in New York, or in the 
United States, who would not be willing 
to be described as plagiarists on the 
same terms. And in music it is particu- 
larly difficult to catch a plagiarist “‘ with 
the goods on him.” Every once in a 
while we find extemporaneous speakers, 
especially preachers, but sometimes 
United States Senators, who are thus 
caught by a verbatim report of their re- 
marks, revised and accepted by them- 
selves, and, when compared with the 
original by some person of inconvenient 
memory, found to resemble it too closely 
to admit of the theory of two independ- 
ent origins. In such a case, the usual 
refuge of the inculpated orator is the 
theory of “‘ unconscious cerebration,” the 
promulgation of which commonly ex- 
poses him to ridicule, and often impairs 
his future usefulness. To charge a com- 
poser of music with plagiarism is a par- 
ticularly hazardous proceeding unless he 
have actually copied another man’s 
music, note for note. Because there are 
accidental as well as intentional re- 
semblances, and because these may be 
found in great numbers in the works of 


the most original composers. 

If such resemblances are at once too 
numerous and too close, they do no doubt 
impeach the originality of the composer 
who exhibits them, and they become a 
just topic of critical animadversion. But 
such criticism, to be effective, should be 
delivered with some show of a public 
motive and also of decent consideration 
for the feelings of the peccant composer. 
It is no way to treat a popular and suc- 
cessful composer to attack him ia 


> eunties ow aetietes; in terms which 
would be harsh and extravagant if ap- 
plied in a Justice’s court to a person ac- 
cused of stealing, not the tunes of his 
predecessors, but the chickens of his con- 
temporaries. The scurrilous and “ slang- 
whanging” style of criticism of which 
the attack upon Mr. HERBERT was a 
typical example, is so old-fashioned and 
out of date in respectable periodicals that 
it may, happily, pretty fairly be called 
obsolete. It seems that that must have 
been the view taken by the jury in this 
case. Not necessarily the verdict, but 
the amount of the damages awarded in- 
dicate so much. In other words, the 
jury desired not merely to vindicate the 
plaintiff from the charge of plagiarism, 
but quite as much, and possibly more, to 
give the defendant a lesson in manners. 
It is an expensive and ought to be an 
effectual lesson. It is a matter for pub- 
lic congratulation if it be true that jurics 
have begun to take such matters into 
heir official consideration. For, quite 
apart from the special damage, if any, 
that the plaintiff in this case had suf- 
fered, was the evident intention of the 
defendant to hold him up to public 
odium, ridicule, and contempt. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——For our enlightenment as to the real 
reason why the Methodist ministers are 
attacking Prof. ATWATER with such vehe- 
mence, we are now told that the professor is 
not denounced because his conclusions as 
to the food value of alcohol are anti-Meth- 
odistic, but because an honest conclusion 
from his experiments would be contrary to 
his. This is much the same thing as saying 
that Prof. ATWATER's conclusions are dis- 
honest, and forms a most grave accusation 
against him both as a man and as a scien- 
tist. If he really has declared alcohol to 
be to some extent a food when he knows it 
is no such thing, he must have had some 
motive for doing so. Do his antagonists 
claim or even suspect that he has been 
“influenced "’ by the distillers or the brew- 
ers, or, if they do not reduce their case to 
an absurdity by going as far as that, do 
they charge him with an altogether mys- 
terious hostility to the cause of temperance 
and a still more mysterious willingness to 
sacrifice his reputation as a scientific man 
for the sake of making that hostility effect- 
ive? If, on the other hand, he is condemned 
by the clerical experts for his failure to 
agree with themselves as to the real mean- 
ing of his experiments, they certainly show 
a needless amount of emotion in dealing 
with a matter the settlement of which is 
extremely easy. Arbitration is all the 
fashion nowadays, and a board of disinter- 
ested scientists ought to be able very speed- 
ily to decide whether Prof. ATWATER is 
competent or not to draw a logical deduc- 
tion from observed facts. It seems to us 
that the situation is much like that which 
would be created if certain well-intentioned 
people should try to suppress cannibalism in 
Darkest Africa by asserting that human 
flesh is not food, and somebody else, equally 
opposed to the horrid practice, should 
quietly point out the necessity for basing 
the anti-cannibalism campaign on some 
other argument. The question whether alco- 
hol is a food or not is one of no practical 
importance, and to answer it in the affirma- 
tive will not destroy even the least of the 
many arguments against the drinking 
habit. Nobody resorts to alcohol for the 
purpose of appeasing hunger, though some 
do, it is said, from a desire to forget their 
hunger for sustenance of other kinds. Prof. 
ATWATER has not declared that alcohol is 
a good, cheap, or safe food, and until he 
does so, perhaps it would be well for the 
Methodist ministers to leave his scientific 
attainments to the judgment of scientists. 


—wWe cannot, and certainly should not, 
refrain from expressing our high apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy and moderation which 
marked the letter, published yesterday, in 
which Mr. JOHN HARSEN RHOADEs correct- 
ed one misstatement in our article of the 
day before about the New York Eye and 
Ear Infirmary. Long and sad experience 
has accustomed us to having our mistakes 
pointed out to us with angry emphasis, as 
clear proofs of our gross ignorance in some 
cases and of our criminal desire to injure 
worthy causes In others, and to have the 
general honesty of our intentions and the 
general accuracy of our reports cordially 
admitted as a matter beyond dispute by a 
correspondent with a real grievance was— 
well, it was not a joy never experienced 
before, but it was one rare enough to de- 
serve grateful recognition. So few people, 
in judging the work of reporters, remember 
that it is a necessity of their profession to 
attempt daily, and many times a day, the 
performance of an impossible task—the task 
of so reproducing what they see and hear 
that it shall create exactly the impression 
which all other people ought to have received 
from hearing or seeing the same things. That 
this task is impossible is a demonstrable 
fact, but, of course, its accomplishment can 
be approximated, and, despite the frequent 
jeers at the inaccuracy. of the newspapers, 
the reporters approximate it more nearly 
than one out of a thousand of their critics 
do in carrying on the ordinary business of 
life, A story invariably and inevitably suf- 
fers change in passing through a human 
mind, and that the reporters, with their 
innumerable opportunities for making per- 
fectly honest mistakes, make no more and 
no worse ones than they do should be count- 
ed to them both for righteousness and for 
competency.

had got together all the cash they could 
realize and had then ‘exiled’ themselves 
to Versaiiles and lived there in tha best 
prevailing style."’ The correspondent next 
takes up the present tour of the Boer Gen- 
erals, and thus remarks: “I do not think 
any American can conceive of Ler, Joun- 
STON, JACKSON, BEN HILL, or WapEe Hamp- 
ton coming to Europe in 1865 to ask for 
subscriptions and dwellirg ceaselesslv on 
the havoc and misery wrought among their 
people by the war they had themselves 
begun by firing on Fort Sumter. There 
were at that tire more ardent admirers of 
the Southerners in England than the Boers 
have ever had on the Continent, andj they 
were among your wealthiest classes. Nei-

ther Lex, Semmtianen, nor any other rebel 
Ueneral ever thought of coming here to 
ask for help; still less would their friends 


have thought of trying to bolster up the 
‘lost cause’ by seeking interviews with for- 


eign Kings, Every American is now proud of 
those men, and of the way they went to 
work, after they had, like the Boers, elected 
to surrender instead of to die. They could 
not have been enshrined, as they are, in 
the hearts of all their countrymen if they 
had ever been heard whining about the 
world for alms.”” This is harsh, but it is all 
true, and if the Boer Generals extend their 
hunt for contributions to this country they 
must be careful how they talk if ey 
would escape the hearing of the same 
things in the same or other forms. Their 
Ways are not our ways, even if they did 
make a hard fight against the nation 
against which we once made a harder onc. 

—These efforts in Washington and Lon- 
don, to show that King Oscar either did 
decide or may have decided the Sampan 
controversy otherwise than strictly on its 
merits as he saw them, are calculated to 
grieve the judicious—and to tire them as 
well. The Britishers and ourselves knew 
all about King Oscar, or thought we did, 
when we consented to put the case in his 
hands, and to “kick” about his verdict 
is as undignified as it is useless. Of course 
we can have our own opinions still as to 
the rights and the wrongs of the matter, 
and we cannot be expected to look ex- 
tremely happy over the outcome, but arbi- 
tration, like war, has two sides, and in both 
what somebody wins somebody else must 
lose. Whether the King's decision is 
good, bad, or indifferent, it was asked, not 
offered, and the only remedy for such dis- 
centent as it justifies is to be more careful 
next time. Nothing will delay the substi- 
tution of arbitration for warlike com- 
plaints abcut its results, and such com- 
plaints are simply silly when there is no 
thought of really doing anything about 
them, 


“MR.” AND THE HIRED MAN. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Here is, I think, a problem in casuistry 
that presents more difficulty of solution 
than your famous boy-and-package puzzle, 
and I should be glad to have the views of 
your other readers as to their course of 
conduct under similar conditions. 

I am about forty-five years old, and the 
business manager of a firm employing 
about thirty people of varying grades of 
importance as regards their duties. While 
nominally I am not their employer, my 
right to discharge them for sufficient cause 
practically puts me in that position. 

Last week I had occasion to speak to an 
employe, a young man of about twenty- 
five, who is in charge of one of the manu- 
facturing branches of the business, and 
who at this time was at the other end of 
the room. I called to him from my desk 
as follows: ‘‘ Hartmann, I'd like to speak to 
you a moment.” He did not respond, and I 
called to him again. This time he came to 
me, rather slowly and with an aggrieved 
look on his face. Before I could make 
known my business to him he said in an 
offended tone: 

‘““You wish me to respect you, do you 
not, Mr. Sanderson? 

Somewhat puzzled by this strange ques- 
tion, I made the obvious reply. 

“Well, then,’ he continued, “I wish yo 
would address me as respectfully as I do 
you.” 

This opened up such a vast field for 
thought as to the right of an employer or 
superior to address an underling without 
the dignifying ‘ Mr.”’ that I was at a loss 
how to reply at once. My first impulse was 
to resent the rebuke, but a second thought 
made me hesitate.

MORE FIGHTING IN VENEZUELA, 


Castro Continues to Attackthe Revolu- 
tionists—Discord Among the Lat- 
ter Said to Exist. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Oct. 20.—The 
position of President Castro of Venezuela 
is the same as it was after the recent inde- 
cisive battle between his forces and those 
of the revolutionists. He still occupies La 
Victoria with 5,000 men. The revolution- 
ists have returned to the vicinity of La Vic- 
toria in large numbers, and have occupied 
positions near San Mateo, Villa de Cura, 
Cagua, and Maracay. They say they are 
awaiting the arrival of all their forces to 
attack Castro. On Sunday Castro twice 
tried to dislodge the revolutionists without 
result. He intends to attack them again 
to-day. 

The inaction of the leaders of the revolu- 
tion has allowed Castro to reopen traffic 
on the Germen railroad, to communicate 


daily with Caracas, and to receive food 
supplies. 

The situation of the President would still 
be critical if discord did not exist among 
the revolutionists. It is said on good au- 
thority, however, that discord does exist in 
the revolutionary party. 

News has been received here that the 
town of Carupano, State of Bermudez, wag 
attacked by revolutionary forces on Sunday 
and Monday. After a hard fight with the 
Government soldiers, in which the rebels 
lost one cannon and a number of men killed 
and wounded, they retreated.

Letter Book of Samuel Hazard, One of 
the College’s First Trustees,

through Helena C. Beatty of Pittsburg. It 
is the letter book of Samuel Hazard, one

Mr. Hazard was a'prominent Philade]phia 
merchant, and was at the head of the Earl 
Lottery, a scheme which was used in those 
early days to secure money for the main- 
tenance of the college.

It is from Robert 
Watchorn, a special emigrant Inspector, 
and is dated at Paris, Mr. Watchorn having 
been ordered to investigate this subject. 
He reports that Europeans who are ob- 
viously inelegible to enter the United States 
are being shipped to Canadian ports with 
a view to effecting a surreptious entrance 
into the United States 

“It may be safely asserted without fear 
of successful contradiction,’ says Mr. 
Watchorn, “that it is neither the policy 
nor the practice of the Beaver Line to re- 
ject any emigrant who presents himself 
for passage to Canada, no matter what his 
professed ultimate destination or his men- 
tal, physical, or moral condition may be. 
Not only are all comers thus accepted, but 
a large number of agents are scattered 
throughont Europe, who earnestly advocate 
the taking of Canadian route as a 
‘cheap, safe, and convenient’ opportunily 
of reaching the United States.”’ 

The efficient work of the Atlantic Coast 
Commissioners, according to Mr. Watchorn, 
serves only to stimulate the work of the 
“unprincipled and mercenary list of 
European steamship passenger agents,” 
who send to Canada not only those who 
are evidently ineligible to enter the United 
States, but those who have actually been 
denied admission here, “‘So important a 
matter has this shady emigration become 
in certain Italian and Swiss towns that 
seores of agencies exist where a normal 
traffic would searcely justify the mainten- 
ance of a single agency. Every agent al- 
ludes to the fact that the United States 
immigration laws are now being strictly en- 
forced there, and in consequence the Cana- 
dian route earnestly recommended, as 
one of them puts it, “‘ where any One is 
accpted who is capable of walking off the 
ship.’’ A statement which is invariably 
coupled with a gratuitous lesson in North 
American geography designed to impress 
on the emigrant’'s mind the cheering in- 
formation, that Montreal is a ‘ border city " 
from which a walk across the border is a 
very easy matter, unattended by any in- 
convenience whatever, there being no in- 
spection of immigrants made at said bor- 
der.”’ 

Mr. Watchorn says that the examinations 
made by the Red Star Line and Holland- 
America Lines at Antwerp and Rotterdam 
are thorough and complete, but that when 
the intending emigrants are rejected, thev 
do not return home. Instead, they “ are 
taken in hand by the Beaver Line agents 
and are forwarded to Hull, England, by 
steamer, thence to Liverpool by raii; 
thence to Quebec by Beaver Line steamer, 
from which point they are advised it is an 
easy matter to gain access to the United 
States.”’

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3 diseased persons rejected by 
Red Star Line from Jan. 1 to Aug. 9, 
not 10 per cent. returned to their homes. 
The remainder fell into the hands of Cana- 
dian agents. 

Chiasso, Switzerland, is the chief centre 
of this traffic. There are nine agencies 
there, and on days of departure the town 
looks “like Ellis Island on a busy day.” 
Iialians are the chief patrons of Chiasso. 
The emigrants are furnished with badges 
of different colors, which signify to the 
agents at the various stations on way by 
which route they are to travel. An emigrant 
wearing a red and white badge may be sent 
to a United States destination. On arrival 
at the ship's side a look at his badge set- 
tics his route, and he is promptly mani- 
fested to a Canadian destination. 

The Holland-America agent at Chiasso 
told Watchorn his company wanted to pre- 
vent anv of the bad cases from being sent 
out of Italy. ‘“ But,” he added, “ what is 
the use of rejecting them and allowing 
them to be picked up on the very thres- 
hold of my office by a rival agent, when 
by sending them to agent Emmons at 
Basel, Switzerland, I can get my commis- 
sion on them?” 


HOW TO GOVERN COLONIES. 


Prof. Jenks, Official Observer in Eng- 
lish and Dutch Oriental Possessions, 
Finds Little Home Rule. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The_ report 
made by Prof. Jeremiah Jenks of Cornell 
University, on his observations in the Eng- 
lish and Hollandese possessions in the 
Orient, was made public to-day by the 
War Department. Prof. Jenks visited those 
dependencies at the instance of the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs for the purpose of mak- 
ing a study of methods of administration 
with a view to recommendations for our 
own government of the Philippine Islands. 
The report is a book in volume, and deals 
with currercy, taxation, and police 
regulations 

Prof. Jenks finds that notwihtstanding 
considerable progress has been made in th« 
cependencies during recent decades, in no 
country visited has much been done looking 
to the establishment of. self-government. 
Nowhere in the dependencies of England, 
Helland, or France in the Orient has there 
been granted, he says, so great a measure 
of seif-government as the United States 
already has given to the Filipinos. 

Frof. Jenks, with respect to a currency 
system for the Philippines, inclines vo 
recommend a fixed rate of exchange with 
gold between the islands and the United 
States. This is in accord with the sugges- 
tion of the Philippine Commission, The 
special reasons given are that if the silver 
standard continues to depreciate, those who 
gain from its depreciation will be the ex- 
porting houses, chiefly English and Ger- 
n:an, although in part American; while 
the native Filipinos who grow hemp, sugar, 
tobacco, &c., on their plantations, will be 
the losers. He believes, however, that the 
use of silver should be encouraged as much 
as possible. 

A recommendation is made that employers 
of labor be permitted to introduce Chines 
jJaborers into the Philippines under contract 
for a period of not over three years in each 
individual instance. The employer, it is 
suggested, should give bonds for the proper 
care of the Chinese. 

The longest chapter in the book, that on 
taxation and land administration, lays 
especial stress on the question of land 
tenure. Following the almost universal 
custom of Oriental countries, it is sug- 
gested that it would be best for the Gov- 
ernment to retain the title and to lease 
the lands for somewhat long periods, thirty 
years or so, at a fixed rental, reserving 
the right to revise the terms of rent at the 
end of the period named. 

In order to encourage the investment of 
capital in the development of the agricuii- 
ural resources of the islands, it is suggestea 
that especially favorable terms with low 
rentals should be made for a time to large 
investors. In connection with land admin- 
istration, it is recommended that some pro- 
vision be made for loans to small land 
holders, particularly for the purchase of 
cattle, agricultural tools, &c.

vanced that to longer deny the star of Ari- 
zona a place upon the flag of our country 
is regarded here and abroad as an in- 
justice to the people who have so faithful- 
ly borne the burden of a territorial form 
of government for a period of thirty-eight 
years. The preparation is all that is re- 
quired in a Territory. 


THE CANAL NEGOTIATIONS. 


State Department Has Cabled Minister 
Hart with the Hope that He May 
Terminate the Delay. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The status to- 
day of the Colombian «anal negotiations is 
that both sides here are awaiting a decision 
of the Colombian Government as _ to 
whether Minister Concha shall proceed 
under his original instructiéns to present 
to the State Department the Colombian 
response to the department’s proposal for 
a treaty. When the response arrived in 
Washington two days ago the Minister 
promptly notified the State Department of 
the fact, but added to his notice the state- 
ment that in view of recent developments 
(meaning events that had happened on the 
Isthmus since the note started from Bo- 
gota, Sept. 16) he had regarded it as his 
duty to withhold it until he heard further 
from the Government. 

As the State Department 
way come to know that the Colombian 
response would, if submitted, go far to- 
ward meeting the desires of this Govern- 
ment in the matter of a canal treaty, this 
delay was very annoying. But as the 
Minister had his own notion of duty in the 
matter, it was decided that an appeal 
should be taken over his head to the au- 
thorities in Bogota. Accordingly, a cable- 
gram was sent to United States Minister 
Hart at the Colombian capital notifying 
him of the action of the Colombian Minister 
here. No specific eomplaint was made, but 
it was desired to make sure that the Co- 
lombian Government knew that the note 
had been held back. 

The matter of objection by our own 
officials is the attempt to link the nego- 
tiations for a canal treaty, pure and sim- 
ple, with the discussion of the questions 
of the correctness of the attitude of our 
naval] officers on the Isthmus. 

Secretary Hay had two callers. to-day 
who talked about canal matters. The first 
was Mr. Cromwell, counsel for the Panama 
Canal Company, who wished to ascertain 
the next step to be taken by the United 
States Government in viey of Attorney 
General Knox's opinion respecting the 
canal title. As this seems to depend for 
the moment on the issue of the negotia- 
tions with the Colombian Government, no 
direct information could be_ furnished. 

Later in the day came Capt. McLean, 
lately in command of the cruiser Cincin- 
nati, He was presented by Capt. Cowles, 
and gave the Secretary a most interesting 
account of the situation on the Isthmus, 
The Secretary was particularly impressed 
by the tactful manner in which the naval 
officer had maintained friendly and even 
cordial personal relations with the Colom- 
bian: officers while quietly but effectually 
exercising the treaty powers of the United 
States Government toward the maintenance 
of freedom of traffic across the Isthmus. 
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THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION. 


President Designates Thursday, Nov. 27, 
as a Day to Give Thanks. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—President 
Roosevelt to-day issued his proclamation 
designating Thursday, Nov. 27, as a day of 
thanksgiving. The proclamation is as fol- 
lows: 


According to the yearly custom of our 
people, it falls upon the President at this 
season to appoint a day of festival and 
thanksgiving to God, 

Over a century and a quarter has passed 
since this country took its place among the 
nations of the earth, and during that time 
we have had on the whole more to be 
thankful for than has fallen to the lot of 
any other people. Generation after genera- 
tion has grown to manhood and passed 
away. Each has had to bear its peculiar 
burdens, each to face its special crises, and 
each has known years of grim trial, when 
the country was menaced by malice, domes- 
tic or foreign levy, when the hand of the 
Lore was heavy upon it in drought or flood 
or pestilence, when in bodily distress and 
anguish of soul it paid the penalty of folly 
ana a froward heart. 

Nevertheless, decade by decade, we have 
struggled onward and upward; we now 
abundantly enjoy material well-being, and 
under the favor of the Most High we are 
striving earnestly to achieve moral and 
spiritual uplifting. The year that has just 
ciosed has been one of peace and of over- 
flowing plenty. Rarely has any people en- 
joyed greater prosperity than we are now 
enjoying. For this we render heartfelt and 
solemn thanks to the Giver of Good, and 
we seek to praise Him not by words only 
but by deeds, by the way in which we do 
our duty to ourselves and to our fellow- 
men,

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Chief Hydrographer Newell’s View as 
to Where Government Reservoirs 
Are to be Built.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—F. H. Newell, 
the chief hydrographer of the Geological 
Survey, has returned from the second tour 
he has made this season to the West for the 
purpose of determining where the Govern- 
ment is to begin the work of building irri- 
gation reservoirs under the provisions of 
the new irrigation law. Mr. Newell attend- 
ed the National Congress of Irrigationists 
at Denver, and found everywhere the live- 
liest interest in the general policy of the 
Government and a disposition among irriga- 
tion corporations and owners to co-operate 
in promoting the construction of reservoirs. 

Mr. Newell has decided on seven projects 


which he will recommend to the Secretary 
of the Interior for immediate construction 
work next Spring. These bear upon the 
sites on the St. Mary’s River in Montana, 
the Gunnison River in Colorado, the Gila 
and Salt Rivers in Southern Arizona, the 
Carson and Turkee Rivers in Nevada, the 
Big Horn in Montana, the Sweetwater in 
Wyoming, and the Grand River in Colorado. 

The St. Mary's project is interesting for 
the reason that the proposed dam will re- 
strain the present stream from flowing 
across the international boundary line into 
the British possessions, and will develop 
a large and rich territory. 

Secretary Hitchcock may not select and 
approve of all these sites, but from present 
indications he will adhere closely to Mr. 
Newell's list. In some cases private owners 
are threatening litigation based on mining 
one other rights that may cause extended

Postmaster General Makes Requisition 
for Two from Porto Rico.

THE PRESIDENT’S POPULARITY.

Ide Wheeler of the University of Califor- 
nia, who took luncheon with the President 
to-day, said in an interview: “I do not 


mind saying that the country would go 
sweeping Democratic in the Congressional 
elections 1f it were not for the personality 
of President Roosevelt, He is a most re- 
markable man, and is a platform in him- 
self. I have stopped in Nebraska, and I 
was surprised at the general sentiment I 
encountered tnat but for personal admira- 
tion and regard for the President thous- 
ands of Republicans everywhere would vote 
the Democratic ticket.

THE PRESIDENT ON FACTIONS. 


Thinks the Fighting Republicans of 
Washington Should Get Together.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—To a delegation 
of Repulbicans from the State of Wash- 
ington. who called on him to-day, Mr. 
Roosevelt made a declaration which is re- 
garded as pertinent in a number of States 


this Fall. 

‘I have no use,” said he, “for a man 
who cares more for the defeat of a member 
of his own party who belongs to another 
faction than he does for the defeat of a 
common enemy—the Democrats.”’ 

The gentlemen from Washington had 
called to lay before the President a state- 
ment of factional difficulties in their State 
and appeal to him to harmonize the dis- 
cordant elements if possible. 

The President’s declaration has been dis- 
cussed to-night by politicians of more than 
one State. It is held that it applies espe- 
cially to the State of Wisconsin, where a 
factional quarrel seems likely to imperil 
one or two Congressional districts. In 
lowa, it is said, also a somewhat similar 
situation exists. 


A SHAKE-UP AT -ELLIS ISLAND. 


Report that Facts About Local Immi- 
gration Bureau Will Be Brought 
Before Grand Jury. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—A severe shake- 
up is to be made soon in the immigration 
service at Ellis Island, following a secret 
investigation into the condition of affairs 
in the island. Some of the facts are to be 
placed before the Grand Jury in New York. 
The Department of Justice is understood 


to be handling the facts for presentation 
to the Grand Jury. The outlook is that 
about five Inspectors of Immigration and 
a number of lesser officiais will be dis- 
missed. 

The investigation shows, it is claimed, 
that for years a system of petty thieving 
and blackmail has gone on. Besides the 
dismissals there will be a shifting of about 
forty ‘*‘ privilege men.’’ Railroad and steam- 
ship companies likewise will be held re- 
sponsible in the future for their employes. 


MOTHERS’ CONGRESS AFLOAT. 


Sees Prospective Servant Girls at Ellis 
Island and Hears Advice from 
Miss Lindley. 


A trip to Ellis Island was the feature of 
the morning session yesterday of the Moth- 
ers’ Congress, now in session at the Board 
of Education Building. The members went 
fifty-seven strong, and were received upon 
their arrival by Chief of Staff Allan Rob- 
inson and other officials, who showed them 
all over the big immigrant station. They 
Saw a small army of prospective servant 
girls before they assembled in Commis- 


sioner Williams's office, and heard a fur- 
ther explanation of the work. 

In the afternoon session Miss E. Mar- 
guerite Lindley spoke on the physcial train- 
ing of mothers, in which she insisted that 
they had much to learn from old maids, 
whose time was not too much absorbed for 
study by maternal cares. 

“‘I don’t think it’s right to make fun of 
me,’’ said Miss Lindley. ‘‘ Remember that 
it isn’t always the fault of the old maid 
that she isn’t married.’ 

A paper by Mrs. Isabel Parker Huddies- 
ton was read by: the Secretary. It de- 
ferded intellectuality in mothers, the as- 
sertion being made that a_ college-bred 
mother without a cooking school educa- 
tions was better fitted for the problems of 
her state than one who had been through 
cocking school, yet had never been to col- 
lege. In the evening the congress held 
an informal reception at the Park Avenue 
Hotel, at which were some privileged fath- 
ers and brothers.

PARIS MUSICIANS STRIKE 


Most of the Theatres May Be Left 
Without Orchestras. 


The Men Demand More Wages and 
Want to be Paid for Rehearsals— 
Managers Unyielding. 


PARIS, Oct. 29.—The musicians of the 
Paris theatres, at a meeting this afternoon, 
voted unanimiously in favor of a general 
strike, beginning to-morrow at noon. 
Twelve hundred musicians were repre- 
sented at the meeting. 

The strike is the result of a protracted 
conflict with the managers of the theatres 
over wages and extras for rehearsals and 
matinées. The managers insisted that, as 
the artists rehearse free, the musicians 
should also do so. 

The meeting adopted resolutions to ex- 
cept the Grand Opera and the Opéra Com- 
ique from the strike movement, because 
these houses receive Government subven- 
tions. All the other theatres of Paris, 
hewever, are included. The musicians have 
beer: forbidden to treat individually with 
the theatres, and they are to assemble to- 
morrow at midday at the Labor Exchange 
with their instruments, prepared to resume 
playing if the theatres yield to their de- 
mands. 

The public is keenly interested in the 
strike, because it threatens to leave Paris 
without music. The directors of the thea- 
tres have been interviewed, and declare 
they will not yield. President D’Orfeuil of 
the Theatrical Directors’ Association says 
pianos will be substituted for orchestras, 
and that grand concerts will be replaced 
by plays not requiring music. 

The Cluny Theatre and the Follies Dra- 
matiques have already discharged their 
orchestras. The Nouveau Cirque _ an- 
ncunces that the striking musicians will be 
replaced by non-strikers. The Concert 
Parisien has put in pianos, played by elec- 
tric batteries. Only a few theatres show 
a disposition to temporize with the mu- 
sicians. 

The em wr 2 singers in Paris share the 
anxiety of the public, declaring that it is 
impossible for them to sing without or- 
chestral accompaniment. 


TO SEND CHINESE STUDENTS. 


Emperor Decrees That a Number of 
Young Men Be Educated Here 
at Public Expense. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Washington, Oct. 20.—The Em- 
peror of China has issued a decree which 
orders the Viceroys and Governors of Chi- 
nese provinces to send Chinese students to 
the United States and Europe for purposes 
of study rather than to Japan. 

The Emperor points out that while the 
Chinese youths have been studying in 


Japan, only a small number have been sent 
to America and Europe. He says this is 
not in the interest of the nation’s progress. 

He, therefore, urges upon the iceroys 
and the Governors to select the most prom- 
ising students and grant them allowances 
which will enable them to prosecute their 
studies in Western countries. 

The Emperor has recently been informed 
that Japan has been greatly benefited by 
sending students to the United States. 


FUNERAL OF MRS. STANTON. 


Mrs. Susan B. Anthony Hears Eulogies 
of Her Associate in the Struggle 
for Women’s Rights. 


Simple funeral services over the body of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton were held at 
11 o’clock yesterday morning in the apart- 
ments she occupied at 250 West Ninety- 
fourth Street. Eulogies on the life and 
work of the eminent woman's suffragist 
were given by the Rev. Moncure D. Con- 
way of the South Place Chapel, London, 
and the Rev. Antoinette Brown Blackwell 
of Boston. At the grave in Woodlawn 
Cemetery, where the burial took place in 
the afternoon, a brief address was made 
by the Rev. Phebe A. Hanaford. Both Mrs. 
Blackwell and Mrs. Hanaford had been 
friends of Mrs. Stanton for many years. 

Miss Susan B. Anthony, Mrs. Stanton’s 
lifelong companion and co-worker in the 
campaign for woman’s rights, sat near the 
casket, which was completely hidden be- 
neath flowers and ferns. Others present 
were Mrs. Devereux Blake, President of 


the Women’s Legislative League; Mrs. 
Charlotte Wilbur, founder of the Sorosis 
Club; Mrs. Elizabeth Smith Miller, and 
Mrs. Stanton’s children—Mrs. Stanton 
Blatch, President of the local Woman's 
Suffrage Association; Mrs. M. 8. Lawrence, 
G. Smith Stanton of Long Island, Robert 
L. and Henry Stanton of this city, and 
Theodore Stanton of Paris. Mr. Conway, 
in the course of his address, said: 

“The passing of a fine personaiity is a 
doubly solemn event where that personality 
is historic by reason of its association with 
ideas and movements of public importance, 
To a great multitude the name Elizabeth 
Cudy Stanton does not mean so much a 
person as a standard inscribed with great 
principles. The immortality she has 
achieved is that of her long and mag- 
nificent services to every cause of justice 
and reason. Beginning her career amid 
ridicule and obloquy, all worth she put 
into her life has not only been returned to 
her personally in the love and friendship 
which have surrounded her, but it has re- 
turned to her tenfold in the success of 
her cause. 

‘Those who spoke of her as the advocate 
of one particular cause are in error. She 
spoke for right, reason, and justice 
wherever denied. Because the most salient 
examples of unreason and injustice were 
invoived in the cause of woman, that be- 
came the main arena of her struggle, but 
she applied her touchstone to other pub- 
lic wrongs, and several of the finest things 
she ever uttered were discourses of ra- 
tional .over irrational religion. Her ideas 
were clear. She did not burden people with 
doubts, but with convictions.” 

Mrs. Blackwell told of the early work 
of Mrs. Stanton, when she said the whole 
world apparently was against her and her 
associates, and those struggles, she said, 
had endeared the old-time companions to 
her closer than sisters of the blood. She 
told of Mrs. Stanton's devotion to her home, 
and said that her life gave the denial to 
the complaints of many that those who 
were fighting for woman suffrage neglect- 
ed the home and family. 


JOHN Y. McKANE’S WIDOW DEAD. 


Mrs, Fannie McKane, widow of John Y. 
McKane, who was the political leader of 
the old town of Gravesend, died in the 
homestead at Voorhees Avenue and East 
Twenty-fifth Street, Sheepshead Bay, on 
Tuesday night, after a long illness. She 
was sixty-one years of age. She lived for- 
merly with her son, George, in Flatbush, 
but about a year ago she returned co her 
old home. For many years she was in- 


terested in religious work, and she did a 
great deal for the Sheepshead Bay Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, at Ocean and Voor- 
hees Avenues. 

Though opposed to her husband's partici- 

ation in politics, she was very proud of 
fis mastery of affairs. After he was im- 
prisoned, because of the Gravesend elec- 
tion frauds in 1898, she kept a light burn- 
ing in the parlor window of her home. An 
effort was made by friends of the fallen 
chief to obtain his pardon, and, believing 
that in a short time her husband would re- 
turn to her free, Mrs. McKane placed the 
lamp where he would see it as he neared 
the house. 

Mrs. McKane leaves property that has 
been valued at $300,000. he is survived 
by two sons, George and Ira, and one 
daughter, Fannie. The funeral service is 
to be on Sunday. 


P. S. BLODGETT’S FUNERAL. 


New York Central Officials Leave on 
Special Train to Attend. 


Officials of the New York Central and of 
the City of New York left on a special 
train last night to attend the funeral of 
P. S. Blodgett, at one time General Super- 
intendent of the New York Central and 
lately General Manager of the Lake Shore.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Henry Probasco. 

Henry Probasco, one of the most promi- 
nent citizens of Cincinnati, died at his 
home in Clifton, Ohio, a suburb of Cincin- 
nati, Sunday night after a week’s illness. 
He was eighty-two years old. 

Mr. Probasco was known for many acts 
of public benefaction, most notable among 


them being the gift of the Tyler Davidson 
fountain to the city of Cincinnati in mem- 
ory of his partner, and a gift of a similar 
fountain to the town of Clifton, where he 
made his home, 

Mr. Probasco was- born in Newtown, 
Conn., July 4, 1820, and was educated in 
Philadelphia schools. As a young man he 
went to Cincinnati and secured a position 
in a hardware store in i8J5. in 1840 he be- 
came a partner in the business with Tvler 
Davidson, his ex-employer, and in the same 
year married the daughter of Abijah Car- 
rington, then State Controller of Connecti- 
cut. 

In 1851 Mr. Probasco built in Cincinnati 
what was then the finest block in the city, 
und his venture was so successful tnat his 
business quadrupled within three years, 

Mr. Probasco frequently went to Eu- 
rope, and it was oh one of these trips that 
he conceived the idea of giving the city 
of his adopticn a memorial fountain. At 
the Royat Bronze Foundry in Munich in 
1866 he arranged with Kaulbach, a noted 
sculptor, to have the casting made. in 
1871 the fountain was presented to the city. 

Oakwood, Mr. Probasco’s home, in Clif- 
ton, was built in 1860, and with its un- 
usually attractive grounds has been for 
years one of the ‘‘show places” of the 
town. 

Mr. Probasco was married a second time, 
in 1887, to Miss Grace Sherwin of Cincin- 
nati, who survives him, with one daughter.

JOSEPH KIDDER, prominent as the head of 
Odd Fellowship in New Hampshire for 
nearly half a century, died at Manchester 
in that State yesterday, aged eighty-three 
years. He was a native of Manchester and 
a descendant, on his mother’s side, from 
Gen. John Stark of Revolutionary fame.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Yesterday’s security market was kept 
under pressure. The professional ele- 
ment on the Stock Exchange, already 
committed largely to the short side, ex- 
tended their contracts for delivery in 
free and easy fashion, notably in the 
closing hour of business. They were 
able to force some recessions of substan- 
tial size in various parts of the market, 
though nowhere did there appear indi- 
cations of liquidation of important char- 
acter. 

Much noise was made in political con- 
troversy—in political prophesies. With 
great vociferousness the traders for de- 
pression were sure that Congress was 
going to be largely Democratic, with an 
anti-corporation campaign all mapped | 
out—and Congress (here’s where the 
howl grew loudest) ready to meet a 
month hence. The innocence of this is 
extremely touching—thirteen months 
having to elapse before the new Con- 
gress starts. But foolishness, however 
variegated, has no lonesomeness in the 
current Wall Street campaign. 


Another grief over which there was 
much bear sorrow yesterday proclaimed | 
that labor troubles were impending on | 
every railroad out West. Of facts to 
support this sort of representation not 
one was disclosed. True enough it is 
that there are instances where employes 
are asking advances in wages; but in 
not more than one instance is there any | 
indication that employe and employer | 
are at serious odds. The railroads are 
making so much money and have such 


certain assurance of continually increas- 
ing income that it is the merest foolish- 
ness (Oo worry over what the practical 
business managers of the railroads will 
do. Even the utmost demands of em- | 
ployes would make relatively slight in- 
roads upon net revenues. 

What will prove to be of far more in- 
fluence appears in moves that are being 
made to advance traffic rates moder- 
ately. 

The unfortunate experiences of the re- 
cent anthracite coal strike are in no 
danger of re-enactment in the Western 
railway world. 





Despite efforts to create anxiety over 
money market conditions, call loan 
rates were actually soft. Sterling Ex- | 
change figures rose somewhat, but no 
—, feature of consequence there devel- 
oped. 


A BEAR RAID. 

The greatest weakness in the market yes- 
terday developed between 1 and 2 o'clock, 
when at one and the same time several 
large selling orders of 5,000-share blocks 
each were put into the market. These 
were in Norfolk and Western, Reading, 


Baltimore and Ohio, Southern Pacific, 
Union Pacific, and United States Steel. 
Not unnaturally these heavy orders start- 
ed a break in prices, which was acceler- 
ated by the reaching of stop loss orders 
and other selling for the long and short ac- 
count. It was at this time that Gates’s 
brokers appeared also as sellers, and hence 
the inference that much of their selling was 
of a forced nature. 
Indeed, one story is that the raid was de- 
signed for the very purpose of forcing 
liquidation from this quarter. 





GOOD NEWS IGNORED, 


One of the incidents of the day was the 
manner in which favorable news or devel- 
opments were either ignored or overlooked. 
London's purchases of stocks to a total of 
fully 25,000 shares; the payment by the 


Sub-Treasury on San Francisco account of 
$2,220,000 for gold deposited at Pacific 
Coast points, and several very favorable 
statements of railway earnings—these were 
among the helpful factors developing dur- 
ing the day, but receiving little or no at- 
tention. 

The railway earnings included the St. 
Paul September statement elsewhere re- 
ferred to; the Canadian Pacific figures 
showing an increase in September gross of 
$887,450, and in net of .022; the Southern 
Railway statement, which showed a gain 
in September gross of $528,015 and in Sep- 
tember net of $108,830, and Alabama South- 
ern, which reported a gross increase of 
$28.797 and net of $900. 

The only unfavorable statement—and 
this, naturally, because of the coal strike— 
was that of Reading, where a decrease in 
September net of $1,009,330 was reported 
for all companies. 


A FEW BEAR ARGUMENTS. 


Among the many bear arguments put out 
yesterday were the probability of gold ex- 
ports, the growing chances of Democratic 
success in the coming elections, the appar- 


ent discontent of labor throughout the 
country, and the consequent fears of fur-

In respect to the political situation the 
more liberal offerings of Democratic money 
at reduced odds were made much of by the 
bears, who affected to see in this a decided 
change in sentiment. As a matter of fact, 
the money offered on the Democratic can- 
didates was understood to come from the 
bears who were so loudly talking about it.

SOME FORCED SELLING. 


Best opinion in the Street yesterday was 
that the Gates interests had been forced to 
liquidate a considerable line of stock, and 
that some of their erstwhile associates, 
notably the so-called Waldorf crowd, had 
offered stocks down to as low a-level as 
they possibly could. This, it was said, was 
in retaliation for Mr, Gates’s alleged action 
some time ago in/selling out on his friends 
not alone to their surprise, but to their 
heavy loss. 

Whatever there may be in this story of 
retaliation, the evidences are that much of 
yesterday's selling, though whether forced 
or voluntary cannot be said, was by the 
Gates people. Stocks in which Mr. Gates 
has lately been most interested were the 
weakest on the list, these including Nor- 
folk and Western, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Lamaviste and Nashville, and Illinois Cen- 
tral. 

Some of the selling of St. Paul and Union 
Pacific was also credited to these same in- 
terests, and it is believed they may have 
had a hand in the selling of Colorado Fuel. 


STEEL TRUST STOCKS. 


It was a matter of general comment in the 
Street that the Steel Trust shares were 


among the strongest stocks on the list, de-

ASTOR ESTATE AND THE TUNNEL.

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CITY BUDGET LOWER; 
TAX RATE TO BE CUT 


Estimate Is $97,119,031, a De- 
crease of $1,500,569. 


LEVY MAY DROP ONE-EIGHTH 


Reduction of $3,965,352 in State Taxes 


Largely Apportioned in Increases 


Among the Departments. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday made public the budget for 
1908. It calls for $97,119,081.10, a decrease 
of $1,500,569.78. The following table shows 
in detail the items for the different depart- 
ments with the increases and decreases 
compared with the budget of 1902: 


greatly from year to year, a result which 
will be due both to the making of a limit of 
assessments and to enabling the city to 
profit by the yearly inerease in its water, 
dock, franchises, and other revenues now 
buried in the sinking funds. 

‘* While the economies of the administra- 
tion are doubtless less than many persons 
expected, I believe it cannot be doubted 
that the City Government as a whole, con- 
sidering its expenditure of moneys derived 
from bonds as well as from taxation and 
the elements of efficiency, industry, and 
honesty of expenditure, and making due 
allowance for the mandatory legislation 
fixing salaries, as well as for the tedious 
and often expensive methods of letting con- 
tracts and of conducting public business 
which the law requires, is neither uneco- 
nomical nor extravagant, but, on the con- 
trary, is almost uniformly producing a dol- 
lar’s worth for every dollar expended.” 

The budget will be submitted to the Board 
of Aldermen probably at a special session. 
as the next stated meeting of the body will 
be held Noy. 12. The Aldermen have twen- 
ty 
They may decrease, but cannot increase, 
the appropriations. The Mayor has 
veto power over their actions, and a three- 
fourths affirmative vote of the Aldermen 
is necessary to pass matters despite the 
veto of the Mayor. 

In reply to a question as to where the 
main credit belonged for the reduction of 
the city budget, Mayor Low said:

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In connection with the work of the board, 
Controller Grout issued a statement in 
which he says in part: 

“The tax rate this Fall is about four 
points less than the rate a year ago, and 
only one other year since consolidation, in 
1898, has shown a tax rate less than the 
preceding year. Upon the budget just made 
for next year the tax bills of next Fall will 
be lower still. 

“The reduction of $1,500,000 in the total 
of the budget will take off about four 
points, while the new buildings and other 
new property subject to taxation for the 
first time will take off about four points 
more, so that next year’s tax rates, on the 
basis of the old system of assessments 
being continued, would be about .twelve 
points less than last year’s. If the sinking | 
fund relief measure, to which reference has 
been made several times, and which will 
shortly be made public, goes into effect, it 
will produce a further reduction in the tax | 
rate, on the same basfs of assessment, of | 
about twenty-five points, so that, entirely 
apart from the change in the system of 
assessments, we anticipate a reduction in | 
taxation next year of not less than $10,000,- 
000, which reduction, taking into account 
the new property which each year adds to 
the assessment roll, would reduce the tax 
bills by about one-eighth, The new system | 
of assessment will at least produce more 
equality in the distribution of the tax, 
whatever else it does or leaves undone. 

‘Analyzing the budget more in detail, 
there a decrease in the State tax of 
$3,965,000. Of this decrease there is pre- 
served in the grand totals of the budget 
$1,500,000, leaving a sum which we have 
applied to gencral city purposes,’ of $2,465,- 
oo0,"’ 

lHiow that sum has been allotted is shown 
in the increases to the Board of Education, 
Police, Tenement Heuse Commission, De- 
partment of Street Cleaning, interest on 
the debt, public parks, public chari- 
ties, hospitals, Department of Correction, 
Board of Health, public libraries. and the 
different borough departments. Continuing 
Mr. Grout says: 

“The only other large items in the in- 
crease column are more apparent than real. 
The increase in the Department of Water 
Supply. Gas and Electricity consists largely 
of transfers to that department of sums 
which heretofore had been allotted to other 
departments for the lighting of various 
public buildings, the duty now falling upon 
this department. Of the apparent increase 
in the Department of Finance, only $17,000 
is really such, being an allowance for addi- 
tional work which the increased activities 
of the city departments generally, and the 
necessity of deveioping the real estate bu- 
reau, put upon the department. The bal- 
ance consists of the consolidation with the 
departmental budget of certain small ac- 
counts hitherto separated, and of the sum 
necessary to discontinue completely the 
practice which has prevailed for many 
years past of meeting part of the expenses 
of the department by the issue of special 
revenue bonds, which has resulted in trans- 
ferring the expenses of one year to the next 
year's account.” 

After explaining increases in 
of Elections, Fire Department, Law De- 
partment, Bureau of Taxes and Assess- 
ments, National Guard, and Armory Board, 
Normal College, City Record, Court of Spe- 
cial ‘Sessions, and the Register's office, 
Controller Grout continues: 

** In the office of the District Attorney of 
New York County an ¢ ffort has been made 
to make the appropriation meet the actual 
expense of the office instead of leaving, 
as heretofore, a substantial deficiency to 
be inevitably met at the end of the year by 
transfers of unexpended balances. As a 
whole, the increases are only modestly pro- 
portioned to the absolute needs of the city, 
fairly equal to the increased demands of a 
population growing at the rate of 100,000 a 
year, and so nearly proportioned to the in- 
crease of taxation revenue from the new 
property which each year’s = municipal 
growth adds to the roll that, if there had 
been no reduction in the State tax, the in- 
creased allowances for municipal purposes 
would not have increased the tax rate. Pri- 
vate libraries receive no increase, and will 
be entirely excluded from the next budget, 
in view of the opening next year of many

LEGAL NOTES. 


NUISANCES.—The question of location as 
determining nuisances was discussed lately 
by the Supreme Court of North Carolina. 
In the case before it (Duffy vs. E. H. & 
J. A. Meadows Co., 42 Southeastern Report- 
er, 460) the court decided that a guano 
manufactory, though it may. largely’ use 
undeodorized, decayed fish in its processes, 
is not a nuisance per se, unless it is so situ- 
ated as to affect the health or comfort of 
the community by means of its odors. The 
court said in part: ‘‘ This court would be 
slow to declare any lawful business a nui- 
sance per se. A slaughter house located in 
a thickly populated town or city, or a man- 
ufactory of guano similarly situated, in 
which the chief material used was decayed 
fish, not having gone through a process of 
decdorization, would be nuisances, per se, 
and there may be others. But if a slaugh- 
ter house was situated in a place remote 
from residences and public highways, it 
would not be a nuisance, unless it was

REVOCATION OF WIHILLS.--The ‘Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin has held, *‘ In re Noon's 
Will,” that, under Revised Statutes, 1898, 
Section 2,200, providing that no will shall 
be revoked unless by burning, tearing, can- 
celing, or obliterating the same with inten- 
tion to revoke, or by some other will or 
codicil in writing, executed as the law re- 
quires, the operation of a revocatory clause 
in a willis immediate and absolute, and 
the destruction or revocation of the will 


containing the revocatory clause does not 
revive the former will. Where. said the 
court, a second will is drawn and executed 
with the formality required by the statute 
and contains an unlimited revocatory 
clause, all former wills are wiped out and 
held for naught. The act is one done sol- 
emnly and deliberately for present effect, 
and not one contemplating that future cir- 
cumstances are to determine whether it 
shall have force. By the great weight of 
authority in this country the destruction or 
revocation of the subsequent will contain-

in the Queens County Court, Justice Gay- 
nor presiding. The trial was a record break- 
er as to time. Less than four hours was 
actually consumed in taking evidence and 
the addresses to the jury. Ninety-four wit- 
nesses had been subpoenaed, but Justice 
Gaynor refused to listen to renetitions and 
redundant testimony. 

Patrolman Shelberg, who was Sheridan's 
side partner on the night Sheridan was 
Killed, was the only direct witness. He 
swore that he had recognized Carr, but not 
Donnelly. A pair of Donnelly’s shoes was 
shown to fit marks fn the mud made by 
one of the murderers. A patch on the sole 
formed the distinguishing mark, but this 
evidence was destroyed by Justice Gaynor, 
who warned the jury not to pay too much 
attention to it, as he had, when younger, 
often had his shoes repaired in just that 
manner; it was a common repair by cob- 
blers. 

William L. Wright was put on the stand 
as the people’s star witness. He lives close 
to where Sheridan was murdered, and saw 
two men. running away. He positively iden- 


tified Carr and Donnelly as the men. This } 


evidence Was rendered weightless a minute 
after Wright had been put on cross-exam- 
ination, He estimated the distance from 
where he was to the spot where he saw the 
men running past as 120 feet. Bert Hum- 
phries, who was defending the prisoners, 
held up a cabinet photograph within twen- 
ty feet of the witness, and he could not tell 
what kind of a photograph it was. He ad- 
mitted his eyesight was poor. 

In his own defense Carr said he attended 
a political meeting on the night of the 


shooting and then went home, took off his 
shoes, lay down on a lounge, and went to 
sleep, and did not awaken until the officers 
came to arrest him. Donnelly claimed he 
was in the neighborhood of his home all 
evening, and home and in bed by 10 o'clock. 
The mothers, sisters, and several friends 
of the aceused corroborated their testimony. 

Then Mr. Humphries sprung a surprise. 
He called for Charles Bleckhan, one of the 
Buckley Street gang of burglars, who 
earned clemency and was allowed. to go 
yesterday on a nolle prosse by turriing 
State’s evidence and causing his confeder- 
ates to be sent to prison tor long terms. 
Bleckhan testified that about 3 o’clock on 
the morning Sheridan was shot he and an- 
other of the gang reached the Buckley 
Street house, which was his gang’s head- 
quarters. When they reached the stoop a 
man -pushed a revolver in their. faces -and 
commanded them to halt. Witness said he 
recognized the man as one of his pals, 
Dominick Ricco, and called to him, and 
that Ricco was greatly excited. Ricco low- 
ered his pistol and asked if they had come 
by Jackson Avenue and had seen any é€x- 
citement down near the railroad tracks, the 
spot being that where Sheridan was ¥illéd, 
The inference was that Ricco Was présent 
at the shooting of Sheridan, and that he 
had just reached the Buckley Streét hotise 
and mistook the witness and his: compan- 
ion for officers, 

Ricco was in court, dressed in the United 
States marine uniform, he having been 
found last Saturday at Norfolk and brought 
back on Monday. When Ricco heard the 
testimony he leaped to his feet, exclaiming: 

“It’s a lie!”’ A Deputy Sheriff dragged 
him to his seat. 

With the evidence all in, Mr. Humphries 
askéd that the court dismiss the indict- 
ment. He claimed there was not one bit 
of evidence to connect Donnelly with the 
case and only the unsupported word of a 
police officer against,Carr, all the other 
evidence having been destroyed. 

Justice. Gaynor indicated that he was in- 
clined to do as Mr. Humphries asked, but 
for ten minutes the court sat silently con- 
sidering the case. He finally remarked: 

‘“‘It would be safer, I think, to let the 
case go to the jury.” 

This was taken to mean that the court 
was inclined to discharge Donnelly, but 
feared that if he did so the jury might ob- 
tain an impression that a case had been 
made.out in the Judge's mind against Carr. 
The court’s charge was highly favorable to 
the accused, and the jury was out only a 
few minutes, 


HUNTER ON TRIAL AGAIN. 


First Jury Disagreed After All-Night

trial. This time the indictment. charged 
him with assault in the first degree in that 
he had shot James McKenna, a; patrolman, 
rendering him totally blind. 

When the jury had been obtained from a 
special panel McKenna was called to the 
stand. He was led to the witness chair by 
two other policemen. As soon as he was 
sworn Justice Gaynor asked him: 

“ McKenna, are you wholly sightless?”’ 

“Yes, your Honor; I have not seen even 
light since I was shot, and newer expect 
to see again.”’ 

McKenna's voice trembled as he spoke 
the last words, and it took him a couple 
of minutes to gather himself together and 
begin his story of the events leading up to 
the shooting. McKenna is but twenty-seven 
years of age and is finely built. He had 
been a policeman but a few months, He 
told of being met by William Thorp, who 
told him he had been shot by Hunter, and 
he started’ for Hunter's place to-see about 
it and arrest Hunter. He was in the midst 
of his story when court adjourned.
